[Castro  Street  and  Upper  Market  Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts  -  Exemption  of  certain 
entertainment  permits  from  the  conditional  use  process.] 

Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  by  amending  Section  71 5.48 
and  Section  721.48  to  provide  that  existing  bars  in  the  Castro  Street  and  Upper  Market 
Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts  will  be  allowed  to  apply  for  and  receive  a  place  of 
entertainment  permit  from  the  Entertainment  Commission  without  obtaining 
conditional  use  authorization  from  the  Planning  Commission  if  they  can  demonstrate 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Entertainment  Commission  that  they  have  been  in  regular 
operation  as  an  entertainment  use  prior  to  January  1,  2004;  adopting  findings. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1 .  Findings. 

(a)  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  302,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  this 
ordinance  will  serve  the  public  necessity,  convenience  and  welfare  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in 
Planning  Commission  Resolution  No.  16958  recommending  approval  of  this  Planning  Code 
amendment,  and  incorporates  those  reasons  herein  by  this  reference.  A  copy  of  said 
Resolution  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  041741 . 

(b)  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  1 01 . 1 ,  this  Board  of  Supen/isors  finds  that 
this  ordinance  is  consistent  with  the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b)  and 
with  the  General  Plan,  and  hereby  adopts  and  incorporates  herein  the  findings  of  the  Planning 
Commission  as  set  forth  in  Planning  Commission  Resolution  No,  16958.

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(c)  The  Upper  Market  Street  and  Castro  Street  Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts 
have  a  worldwide  reputation  as  entertainment  districts,  especially  to  the  lesbian,  gay, 
bisexual,  and  transgender  communities. 

(d)  Many  bars  in  these  Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts  have  been  operating  for 
years  as  places  of  entertainment  without  the  proper  permits  and  there  have  been  no 
significant  complaints. 

(e)  The  Planning  Code  currently  requires  a  conditional  use  for  a  place  of 
entertainment  in  these  Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts,  which  would  require  a  public 
hearing  before  the  Planning  Commission. 

(f)  Because  the  Planning  Commission  is  currently  backlogged  with  cases,  it  would 
take  many  months  for  existing  bars  to  obtain  approval  of  a  conditional  use,  even  if  there  is  no 
neighborhood  opposition. 

(g)  Eliminating  the  conditional  use  requirement  for  these  existing  bars  would  not 
deprive  the  public  of  a  public  hearing  because  a  hearing  would  be  required  before  the 
Entertainment  Commission  prior  to  approval  of  a  place  of  entertainment  permit. 

(h)  There  is  a  significant  public  benefit  to  allowing  legally-existing  bars  that  have 
operated  as  places  of  entertainment  for  many  years  without  problems  to  be  grandfathered  as 
legal  entertainment  uses. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  a  pound 
sign  after  the  C  in  Section  715.48  of  the  Zoning  Control  Table  and  adding  Section  715.48  to 
the  Specific  Provisions  for  Castro  Street  Neighborhood  Commercial  District,  to  read  as 
follows: 

Sec.  715.48  Boundaries:  Applicable  for  the  Castro  Street  NCD. 

Controls:  Existing  bars  in  the  Castro  Street  Neifihborhood  Commercial  District 
will  be  allowed  to  apply  for  and  receive  a  place  of  entertainment  permit  from 
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rhe  Entertainincnt  Commission  withouf  ohtuiiimu.  condilional  use  authorizaiion 
from  the  Flanmim  Coininissioii  if  they  can  demonslraie  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 

Entertainment  Commission  ihai  ihe\  have  been  in  regular  operation  as  an 
enteriainmeni  use  prior  to  January  1,  2004:  provided,  however,  that  a 
conditional  use  is  required  ( I )  if  cm  applicatu)n  for  a  conditional  use  fur  the 
entertainment  use  was  filed  with  the  Plannin^^  Department  prior  to  the  date  this 
ordinance  was  introduced  or  (2)  if  a  conditional  use  was  denied  within  12 
months  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  a  pound 
sign  after  the  C  in  Section  721 .48  of  the  Zoning  Control  Table  and  adding  Section  721 .48  to 
the  Specific  Provisions  for  Upper  Market  Street  Neighborhood  Commercial  District,  to  read  as 
follows:

District  will  be  allowed  to  apply  f>r  ami  receive  a  place  of  entertainment  permit 
from  the  Entertainment  Comnnssion  without  obtaining  conditiomil  use 
autliorization  from  the  Planninsi  Commission  if  they  can  demonstrate  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Entertainment  Commission  that  they  have  been  in  rcfjular

[Reenacting  a  Disadvantaged  Business  Enterprise  Program.] 

Emergency  ordinance  reenacting  a  Disadvantaged  Business  Enterprise  Program  set 
forth  In  Chapter  14A  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code;  suspending  Ctiapter 
12D.A;  providing  for  data  collection  to  ensure  nondiscrimination  in  City  contracting; 
and  adopting  a  declaration  of  emergency. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1 .     Declaration  of  Emergency  under  Section  2.107  of  the  San  Francisco 
Charter. 

Section  2.1 07  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  authorizes  passage  of  an  emergency 
ordinance  in  cases  of  public  emergency  affecting  life,  health,  property,  or  for  the  uninterrupted 
operation  of  any  City  or  County  department  or  office  required  to  comply  with  time  'imitations 
as  established  by  law.  The  Charter  provides  that  an  emergency  ordinance  may  be  reenacted 
upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  applicable  to  its  initial  enactment.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  finds  and  declares  that  an  actual  emergency  exists  that  requires  the 
passage  of  this  Emergency  Ordinance.  This  emergency  declaration  is  based  on  the  following: 

1 .       The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  its  departments  are  engaged  on  an 
ongoing  basis  in  a  large  number  of  public  services  and  projects  that  are  vital  to  t^e  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  San  Francisco  and  its  citizens,  such  as  the  construction  and  repair  of 
energy,  water,  and  transportation  equipment  and  facilities,  and  the  provision  of  social, 
medical,  public  safety  and  other  services  to  San  Franciscans.  Many  of  these  serv  ces  and 
projects  are  required  or  authorized  by  law. 
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2.  In  order  to  perform  these  services  and  accomplish  these  projects,  the  City  often 
enters  into  contracts  with  outside  entities.  The  ability  to  bid,  negotiate,  award  and  enforce 
contracts  in  a  timely  manner  is  often  critical  to  the  accomplishment  of  public  projects  and 
services.  In  order  to  receive  funding  and/or  secure  or  maintain  legal  authorization  to  proceed, 
the  City  may  be  under  an  obligation  to  execute  projects  or  deliver  services  according  to  a 
determined  timeline.  Failure  to  meet  these  requirements  may  jeopardize  receipt  of  funding  or 
authority  to  proceed  with  a  needed  project  or  service.  Failure  to  proceed  in  a  timely  manner 
with  public  projects  and  sen/ices  may  jeopardize  public  health  and  safety,  or  damage  public 
property. 

3.  On  July  26,  2004,  in  Coral  Construction,  Inc.  v.  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (Sup.  Ct.  No.  421249),  the  San  Francisco  Superior  Court  entered  an  order 
enjoining  the  City  from  enforcing  or  attempting  to  enforce  substantial  provisions  of  the  City's 
Minority/Women/Local  Business  Utilization  Ordinance.  The  injunction  became  effective 
immediately. 

4.  Because  of  uncertainty  over  the  scope  and  effect  of  the  injunction,  and  in  order 
to  continue  contracting  for  vital  public  projects  and  services,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted 
an  emergency  ordinance  establishing  an  interim  Disadvantaged  Business  Enterprise 
Program. 

5.  The  Court  subsequently  denied  the  City's  requests  for  an  automatic  or 
discretionary  stay  of  the  injunction.  On  August  23,  2004,  the  Court  issued  an  order  that 
clarified  the  scope  of  the  injunction.  As  clarified,  the  injunction  prohibits  the  City  from 
enforcing  identified  sections  of  the  12D.A  ordinance  in  conjunction  with  any  contract  for  which 
"bids  or  proposals  are  advertised  or  solicited  on  or  after  July  26,  2004." 

6.  The  City  is  appealing  the  Superior  Court's  injunction.  At  the  same  time  that  the 
City  is  pursuing  relief  through  the  courts,  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  City 
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departments,  along  with  interested  members  of  the  public,  are  working  to  develop  a 
permanent  replacement  for  the  MinorityA/Vomen/Local  Business  Utilization  Ordinance  to  be 
used  if  relief  through  the  courts  is  not  forthcoming.  Because  public  contracting  legislation 
raises  complex  issues  of  policy,  administration  and  law,  additional  time  is  needed  to  finalize 
permanent  legislation.  Failure  to  extend  the  emergency  ordinance  will  cause  confusion  and 
could  disrupt  vital  contracting  processes.  Accordingly,  the  Board  finds  and  declares  that  a 
continuing  emergency  exists  that  requires  this  ordinance  to  become  effective  immediately. 
This  emergency  ordinance  will  ensure  that  the  City  and  its  departments  are  able  to  comply 
with  time  limits  established  by  law  for  entering  into  contracts  and  performing  various  public 
works  and  functions,  and  will  safeguard  public  health,  safety  and  property. 

Section  2.     The  following  sections  of  emergency  ordinance  number  208-04.  which 
was  enacted  on  August  1 1 ,  2004,  are  hereby  reenacted  as  provided  under  Section  2.107  of 
the  San  Francisco  Charter:  Section  1  (amending  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  by 
adding  Chapter  14A  to  establish  a  Disadvantaged  Business  Enterprise  Program  and  suspend 
Chapter  12D.A),  and  Section  4  (providing  for  data  collection  to  ensure  nondiscrimination  in 
City  contracting). 

This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  and  operative  immediately  upon  passage,  and 
shall  expire  on  the  61st  day  following  passage  unless  reenacted  as  provided  by  Section  2.107 
of  the  San  Francisco  Charter.

Ordinance  approving  revised  schedule  of  rates  to  be  charged  by  the 

San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  water  service  to  its  retail  customers 

inside  and  outside  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Section  1.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  adopted  on  March  22,  2005.  its  Resolution 
No.,  after  having  held  a  public  hearing  on  March  22,  2005,  to  consider  a  proposal  for  a  15% 
rate  increase  for  fiscal  year  2006  and  a  1 5%  rate  increase  for  fiscal  year  2007  for  water 
service  and  water  supplied  to  its  retail  customers  inside  and  outside  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco.  Members  of  the  public  have  been  given  an  opportunity  to  express,  and  have 
expressed  their  views  on  the  recommended  Schedules  of  Rates.  Pursuant  to  a  published 
notice  of  intention  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  adopt  a  revised  Schedules  of  Rates  to 
be  charged  for  retail  water  service  inside  and  outside  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  a  public  hearing  held  on  March  22,  2005,  a  copy  of  said  Schedules  of  Rates  being  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  the  Commission  recommended  a  1 5%  rate 
increase  for  fiscal  year  2006  and  a  1 5%  rate  increase  for  fiscal  year  2007  as  enumerated  in 
the  Schedules  of  Rates  to  be  charged  for  retail  v^ater  senyice  inside  and  outside  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

Section  2.  The  foregoing  rate  schedules  are  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  operating 
expenses,  including  employee  wage  rate  and  fringe  benefits,  purchasing  or  leasing  or 
supplies,  equipment  or  materials,  meeting  financial  reserve  needs  and  requirements, 
obtaining  funds  for  capital  projects  necessary  to  maintain  sen/ice  within  existing  se'^vice  areas

Section  3.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission,  in  accordance  with  applicable  laws, 
recommended  the  revised  Schedules  of  Rates  to  be  charged  for  retail  water  service  based 
upon  the  water  service  enterprise  budget  for  the  current  and  ensuing  fiscal  years,  and  all  the 
data  supporting  such  conclusions.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  submitted  data  in 
support  of  the  Schedules  to  this  Board  for  the  current  fiscal  years  2006  and  2007. 

Section  4.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  said  Schedules  for  water 
service  and  water  supplied  to  its  retail  customers  inside  and  outside  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  which  include  a  15%  rate  increase  for  fiscal  year  2006  and  a  15%  rate 
increase  for  fiscal  year  2007.

[Revision  of  the  recourse  hearing  procedures  for  public  work  prevailing  wage  violations  ] 

Ordinance  amending  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  6.22,  at  subsoction 
6.22(E)(8)(c),  to  revise  the  recourse  hearing  procedures  for  contractors  challenging 
forfeitures  for  prevailing  wage  violations  on  public  work  projects. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  6.22,  at  subsection  6.22(E)(8)(c),  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC  6.22.  PUBLIC  WORK  CONSTRUCTION  CONTRACT  TERMS  AND  WORKING 
CONDITIONS. 

All  construction  contracts  awarded  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  contain 
the  following  minimum  terms  and  conditions: 

(A)     Bonds.  Before  the  execution  of  any  contract  for  public  works  or  improvements,  the 
department  head  authorized  to  execute  such  contracts  shall  require  the  successful  bidder  to 
file  corporate  surety  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  thereof  and  to  guarantee  the  payment 
of  wages  for  services  engaged  and  of  bills  contracted  for  matenal,  supplies  and  equipment 
used  in  the  performance  of  the  contract.  The  bond  shall  be  for  a  sum  not  less  than  100 
percent  of  the  award. 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  acting  through  its  Human  Rights  Commission 
("HRC"),  intends  to  provide  guarantees  to  private  bonding  assistance  companies  and  financial 
institutions  in  order  to  induce  those  entities  to  provide  required  bonding  and  financing  to 
eligible  contractors  bidding  on  and  performing  City  public  work  contracts.  This  bonding  and 


Note: 
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financial  assistance  program  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Administrative  Code  Section 
12D.A.9. 

(B)  Insurance.  All  construction  contracts  awarded  under  this  Chapter  must  conform  to 
the  insurance  requirements  established  by  the  Risk  Manager.  The  Risk  Manager  shall 
develop  uniform  insurance  requirements  for  City  contracts  subject  to  this  Chapter  and  shall 
publish  such  requirements  in  the  Risk  Manager's  Manual.  The  Risk  Manager  shall  review  and 
update  such  insurance  requirements  on  an  annual  basis. 

Every  contractor  and  subcontractor  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  California  Labor 
Code  section  3700.  Prior  to  commencing  the  performance  of  work  under  any  public  work 
contract,  the  contractor  and  all  of  its  subcontractors  file  with  the  awarding  department  a 
certificate  of  insurance  against  liability  for  workers  compensation  or  proof  of  self-insurance  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  California  Labor  Code. 

(C)  Indemnification.  All  construction  contracts  awarded  under  this  Chapter  shall 
require  that  the  contractor  fully  indemnify  the  City  and  County  to  the  maximum  extent  provided 
by  law,  such  that  each  contractor  must  save,  keep,  bear  harmless  and  fully  indemnify  the  City 
and  County  and  any  of  its  officers  or  agents  from  any  and  all  liability,  damages,  claims, 
judgments  or  demands  for  damages,  costs  or  expenses  in  law  or  equity  that  may  at  any  time 
arise. 

This  indemnification  requirement  may  not  be  waived  or  abrogated  in  any  way  for  any 
contract  without  the  recommendation  of  the  City's  Risk  Manager  and  the  express  permission 
and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

(D)  Assignment.  No  contract  shall  be  assigned  except  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  department  head  concerned  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  or  the  Mayor's  designee. 
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relative  to  the  department  under  the  Mayor's  jurisdiction,  or  the  approval  of  the  board  or 
connmission  concerned  for  departments  not  under  the  Mayor. 
(E)     Prevailing  Wages. 

(1)  Generally.  All  contractors  and  subcontractors  performing  a  public  work  or 
improvement  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  pay  its  workers  on  such  projects 
the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  provided  below.  For  the  purpose  of  prevailing  wage 
requirements  only,  the  definition  of  a  public  work  shall  include  those  public  works  or 
improvements  defined  in  the  foregoing  section  6.1  of  this  Chapter  and  shall  also  include  (a) 
any  trade  work  performed  at  any  stage  of  construction  (including  preconstnjction  work)  and 
(b)  any  public  work  paid  for  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  with  "the  equivalent  of 
money"  under  the  meaning  of  Labor  Code  section  1 720(b). 

(2)  Leased  Property  Included.  For  the  limited  purposes  of  this  subsection,  a  public 
work  or  improvement"  also  means  and  includes  any  construction  work  done  under  private 
contract  when  all  of  the  following  conditions  exist: 

(a)  The  construction  contract  is  between  private  persons;  and 

(b)  The  property  subject  to  the  construction  contract  is  privately  owned,  but  upon 
completion  of  the  construction  work  will  be  leased  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Franc  sco  for 
its  use;  and 

(c)  Either  of  the  following  conditions  exist:  (1)The  lease  agreement  between  the  lessor 
and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  lessee,  is  entered  into  pnor  to  the  constnjction 
contract,  or  (2)  The  construction  work  is  performed  according  to  the  plans,  specifications,  or 
criteria  furnished  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  lease  agreement  between 
the  lessor  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  lessee,  is  entered  into  during,  or  upon 
completion,  of  the  construction  work. 
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(3)  Determination  of  the  Prevailing  Wage.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  from  time  to  time  and  at  least  once  during  each  calendar  year,  to  fix  and 
determine  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  follows: 

On  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  November  of  each  year,  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  furnish  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  data  as  to  the  highest  general  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  of  the  various  crafts  and  kinds  of  labor  as  paid  in  private  employment  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  plus  "per  diem  wages"  and  wages  for  overtime  and  holiday  work. 
The  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  provide  the  Board  of  Supervisors  data  for  "per  diem 
wages"  pursuant  to  California  Labor  Code  sections  1773.1  and  1773.9,  as  amended  from  time 
to  time.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall,  upon  receipt  of  such  data,  fix  and  determine  the 
prevailing  rate  of  wages.  The  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  so  fixed  and  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  shall  remain  in  force  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  highest  general 
prevailing  rate  of  wages  paid  in  private  employment  for  similar  work,  until  the  same  is 
changed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  In  determining  the  highest  general  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  per  diem  wages  and  wages  for  overtime  and  holiday  work,  as  provided  for  in  this 
section,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  not  be  limited  to  the  consideration  of  data  furnished  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  but  may  consider  such  other  evidence  upon  the  subject  as  the 
Board  shall  deem  proper  and  thereupon  base  its  determination  upon  any  or  all  of  the  data  or 
evidence  considered. 

In  the  event  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  does  not  fix  or  determine  the  highest  general 
prevailing  rate  of  wages  in  any  calendar  year,  the  rates  established  by  the  California 
Department  of  Industrial  Relations  for  such  year  shall  be  deemed  adopted. 

(4)  Specifications  to  Include  Wage  Rate.  The  department  head  authorized  to  execute 
a  construction  contract  under  this  Chapter  shall  include  in  the  contract  specifications,  or  make 
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available  in  the  offices  of  the  department  or  at  the  job  site,  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  fixed  and  determined  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  time  the 
department  issued  the  Advertisement  For  Bids  on  the  contract.  The  contractor  shall  agree  to 
pay  to  ail  persons  performing  labor  in  and  about  the  public  work  or  improvement  the  highest 
general  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  determined  pursuant  to  this  Chapter,  including  v^ages  for 
holiday  and  overtime  worl<.  If  the  specifications  do  not  include  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages, 
the  specifications  shall  include  a  statement  that  copies  of  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  fixed 
and  determined  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  on  file  at  the  department's  principal  office  or 
at  the  job  site  and  shall  be  made  available  to  any  interested  party  on  request. 

(5)  Subcontractors  Bound  by  Wage  Provisions.  Every  contract  for  any  public  work  or 
improvement  shall  also  contain  a  provision  that  the  contractor  shall  insert  in  every  subcontract 
or  other  arrangement  which  he  or  she  may  make  for  the  perfonmance  of  any  work  or  labor  on 
a  public  work  or  improvement.  This  provision  shall  be  that  the  subcontractor  shall  pay  to  all 
persons  performing  labor  or  rendering  sen/ice  under  said  subcontract  or  other  arrangement 
the  highest  general  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  fixed  and  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  such  labor  or  sen/ices. 

(6)  Records  to  be  Kept  by  Contractors  and  Subcontractors.  Every  public  works 
contract  or  subcontract  awarded  under  this  Chapter  shall  contain  a  provision  that  the 
contractor  shall  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  for  a  period  of  four  years  from  the  date  of 
substantial  completion  of  a  public  work,  payrolls  and  basic  records  including  time  cards,  trust 
fund  forms,  apprenticeship  agreements,  accounting  ledgers,  tax  forms  and  superintendent 
and  foreman  daily  logs  for  all  trades  workers  performing  work  at  or  for  a  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  public  work  or  improvement,  Such  records  shall  include  the  name,  address 
and  social  security  number  of  each  worker  who  worked  on  the  project,  including  apprentices, 
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his  or  her  classification,  a  general  description  of  the  work  each  worker  performed  each  day, 
the  rate  of  pay  (including  rates  of  contributions  for,  or  costs  assumed  to  provide  fringe 
benefits),  daily  and  weekly  number  of  hours  worked,  deductions  made  and  actual  wages 
paid.  Every  subcontractor  who  shall  undertake  the  performance  of  any  part  of  a  public  work 
or  improvement  shall  keep  a  like  record  of  each  person  engaged  in  the  execution  of  the 
subcontract. 

The  contractor  shall  maintain  weekly  certified  payroll  records  for  submission  to  the 
awarding  department  as  required.  The  contractor  shall  be  responsible  for  the  submission  of 
payroll  records  of  its  subcontractors.  All  certified  payroll  records  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
statement  of  compliance  signed  by  the  contractor  indicating  that  the  payroll  records  are 
correct  and  complete,  that  the  wage  rates  contained  therein  are  not  less  than  those 
determined  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  and  that  the  classifications  set  forth  for 
each  employee  conform  with  the  work  performed. 

All  such  records  as  described  in  this  section  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  and 
examination  of  the  duly  authorized  officers  and  agents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  including  representatives  of  the  Office  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement. 

Should  the  department  head  responsible  for  the  public  work  or  the  Labor  Standards 
Enforcement  Officer  determine  that  a  contractor  or  subcontractor  is  not  in  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  subsection,  the  department  head  or  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement 
Officer  shall  issue  written  notification  to  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  mandating  compliance 
within  not  fewer  than  ten  calendar  days  from  the  date  of  the  notification.  Should  the 
contractor  or  subcontractor  fail  to  comply  as  required  in  the  notification,  the  department  head 
who  executed  the  contract  or  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer  may  impose  a  penalty 
of  $25.00  for  each  calendar  day  of  noncompliance,  or  portion  thereof,  for  each  worker.  Upon 
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the  request  of  the  responsible  department  head  or  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer, 
the  Controller  shall  withhold  these  penalties  from  progress  payments  then  due  or  to  become 
due. 

(7)  Additional  Required  Contract  Provisions.  Every  public  works  contract  shall 
contain  provisions  stating  that  (1)  the  contractor  will  cooperate  fully  with  the  Labor  Standards 
Enforcement  Officer  and  other  City  employees  and  agents  authorized  to  assist  in  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  the  prevailing  wage  requirements  and  other  ,abor 
standards  imposed  on  public  works  contractors  by  the  Charter  and  Chapter  6  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code;  (2)  the  contractor  agrees  that  the  Labor  Standards 
Enforcement  Officer  and  his  or  her  designees,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  shall  have 
the  right  to  engage  in  random  inspections  of  job  sites  and  to  have  access  to  the  employees  of 
the  contractor,  employee  time  sheets,  inspection  logs,  payroll  records  and  employee 
paychecks;  (3)  the  contractor  shall  maintain  a  sign-in  and  sign-out  sheet  showing  which 
employees  are  present  on  the  job  site;  (4)  the  contractor  shall  prominently  post  at  each  job- 
site  a  sign  informing  employees  that  the  project  is  subject  to  the  City's  prevailing  wage 
requirements  and  that  these  requirements  are  enforced  by  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement 
Officer;  and  (5)  that  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer  may  auait  such  records  of  the 
contractor  as  he  or  she  reasonably  deems  necessary  to  determine  compliance  with  the 
prevailing  wage  and  other  labor  standards  imposed  by  the  Charter  and  this  Chapter  on  public 
works  contractors.  Failure  to  comply  with  these  requirements  may  result  in  penalties  and 
forfeitures  consistent  with  California  Labor  Code  section  1 776(g),  as  amended  from  time  to 
time. 

(8)  Non-compliance  with  Wage  Provisions  -  Penalties. 
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(a)  Penalty  and  Forfeiture.  Any  contractor  or  subcontractor  who  shall  fail  or  neglect  to 
pay  to  the  several  persons  who  shall  perform  labor  under  any  contract,  subcontract  or  other 
arrangement  on  any  public  work  or  improvement  as  defined  in  this  Chapter  the  highest 
general  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  authority  of  this 
Chapter,  shall  forfeit;  and,  in  the  case  of  any  subcontractor  so  failing  or  neglecting  to  pay  said 
wage,  the  original  contractor  and  the  subcontractor  shall  jointly  and  severally  forfeit  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  back  wages  due  plus  the  penal  sum  of  $50  per  day  for  each 
laborer,  workman  or  mechanic  employed  for  each  calendar  day  or  portion  thereof,  while  they 
shall  be  so  employed  and  not  paid  said  highest  general  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  and  in 
addition  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  set  forth  in  Article  V  of  this  Chapter,  including 
debarment. 

(b)  Enforcement.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer,  board  or  commission  under  whose 
jurisdiction  said  public  work  or  improvement  is  being  carried  on,  made  or  constructed,  when 
certifying  to  the  Controller  any  payment  which  may  become  due  under  said  contract,  to  deduct 
from  said  payment  or  payments  the  total  amount  of  said  forfeiture  provided  for  in  this 
subsection.  In  doing  so,  the  department  head  must  also  notify  in  writing  the  Labor  Standards 
Enforcement  Officer  of  his/her  action.  The  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer  may  also, 
upon  written  notice  to  the  department  head  who  is  responsible  for  the  project,  certify  to  the 
Controller  any  forfeiture(s)  to  deduct  from  any  payment  as  provided  for  in  this  subsection. 
Certification  of  forfeitures  under  this  subsection  shall  be  made  only  upon  an  investigation  by 
the  responsible  department  head  or  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer  and  upon 
written  notice  to  the  contractor  identifying  the  grounds  for  the  forfeiture  or  forfeitures.  The  , 
Controller,  in  issuing  any  warrant  for  any  such  payment,  shall  deduct  from  the  amount  which 
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would  otherwise  be  due  on  said  payment  or  payments  the  amount  of  said  forfeiture  or 
forfeitures  as  so  certified. 

(c)  Recourse  Procedure.  If  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  disagrees  with  the  forfeiture  as 
so  provided  in  the  foregoing  subparagraph  (b),  then  wuhtn  fificcn  wor/ung  days  of  ihc  date  <?/ the 
notification  as  provided  for  above,  (he  conlnicior  or  suhvonlracior  may  rotjucsi  a  hearing,  before  the 
City  Administrator. the  following  procedure  applies:  The  City  Administrator,  or  his/hor/designce.  shaii 
consider  the  evidence  provided  by  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  and  the  rosponsihio  dopurtmvnt 
head  and/or  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer.  The  hearing  shall  occur  withm  forty  fi\^  days 
of  the  request,  unless  all  parties  agree  to  an  extended  period.  The  determination  of  the  City 
Administrator,  or  his/her  designee,  shall  be  final.  The  contractor  or  subcontractor  may  appeal  such 
determination  only  by  action  at  law  for  breach  of  contract. (i)  The  contractor  or  subcontractor  may 
request  a  hearing  in  writing  within  15  days  of  the  date  of  the  notification  of  forfeiture.  The  request 
shall  be  directed  to  the  City  Controller.  Failure  hv  the  coniractor  or  suhconiracior  to  submit  a  timelv. 
written  request  for  a  hearing  shall  constitute  concession  to  the  assessment  and  the  forfeiture  shall  be 
deemed  final  upon  expiration  of  the  1 5-dav  period;  (ii)  Within  15  days  of  receiving  a  proper  request, 
the  Controller  shall  appoint  a  hearing  officer  with  knowledge  and  not  less  than  five  years'  experience 
in  labor  law,  prevailing  wage,  and/or  wage  and  hour  issues,  and  shall  so  advise  the  en  forcing  official 
and  the  contractor  or  subcontractor,  and/or  their  respective  counsel  or  authorized  representative:  (4V^ 
The  hoarinq  officer  shall  be  responsible  for  all  communications  between  the  parties:  M-/iii) 
The  hearing  officer  shall  promptly  set  a  date  for  a  hearing-  The  hearing  must  OGCiir  COmrnence 
within  45  days  of  the  notification  of  the  appointment  of  the  heanns  officer  and  conclude  within  75 
days  of  such  notification  unless  all  parties  agree  to  an  extended  period:  TJie  contractor  or 

subcontractor  shall  have  the  burden  of  proving  that  the  basis  for  the  backwase  and  penalty  assessment 
is  incorrect:  (vi)  If  the  hoarinq  officer  soeks  to  rosolvo  a  proliminan/  or  procedural  matte^^^flof 
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to  the  hearing,  the  hearing  officer  shall  do  so  expeditiously  and  shall  issue  a  decision  on  such 
mattor  not  later  than  ten  days  from  the  date  the  proliminary  issue  is  raised:  (vii)  (v)  Within  30 
days  o  f  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing,  the  hearing  officer  shall  issue  a  written  decision  a  ffirmins. 
modifying,  or  dismissing  the  assessment.  The  decision  of  the  hearins:  officer  shall  consist  of  fmdinss 
and  a  determination.  The  hearing  officer's  findings  and  determination  shall  he  final.  If  the  hearing 
officor  does  not  issue  findings  and  a  determination  within  tho  3Q-day  period,  then  the  original 


certification  of  forfeiture  by  tho  enforcing  official  under  the  foregoing  section  6.22(E)(8)(b)  ohall 
become  the  final  determination,  effective  30  days  after  the  date  of  the  hoQunqJ^j^i^Jhe 


contractor  or  subcontractor  may  appeal  Vp^Q  final  determination  under  this  section  only  by  filing  in 


the  San  Francisco  Superior  Court  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  mandate  under  California  Code  of  Civil 


Procedure,  section  1084.  et  seq..  section  109^.5,  as  it  may  be  amended  as  aPDlicabie  and  as 


may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 


(d)     Distribution  of  Forfeiture,  The  Controller  shall  withhold  any  forfeiture  as  provided 
in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  until  such  time  as  either  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  has 
conceded  to  the  forfeiture  or,  in  the  event  of  an  objection,  there  is  a  determination  no  longer 
subject  to  judicial  review.  The  Controller  shall  then  distribute  the  amounts  withheld  in  the 
following  order:  (1)  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer  shall  make  its  best  efforts  to 
distribute  back  wages  withheld  to  the  individual  workers  identified  as  not  having  been  paid  the 
proper  wage  rate:  (2)  the  penal  sums  provided  for  above  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
general  fund  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco:  (3)  the  Controller  shall  hold  the  balance 
of  any  back  wages  in  escrow  for  workers  whom  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer, 
despite  his/her  best  efforts,  cannot  locate;  funds  so  held  for  two  years  or  more  shall  be 
dedicated  to  the  enforcement  of  the  prevailing  wage  requirements. 

(F)     Hours  and  Days  of  Labor. 
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(1)  Generally.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  prevailing  conditions  and  enabling  employers 
to  secure  a  sufficient  number  of  satisfactory  workers  and  artisans,  no  person  performing  labor 
or  rendering  service  in  the  performance  of  any  contract  or  subcontract  for  any  public  work  or 
improvement  as  defined  in  this  Chapter  shall  perform  labor  for  a  longer  period  than  five  days 
(Monday  through  Friday)  of  eight  hours  each,  with  two  10-minute  breaks  per  eight-hour  day. 
except  in  those  crafts  in  which  a  different  work  day  or  week  now  prevails  by  agreement  in 
private  employment.  Any  person  working  hours  in  addition  to  the  above  shall  be 
compensated  in  accordance  with  the  prevailing  overtime  standards  and  rates. 

(2)  Noncompliance  -  Penalties  and  Forfeiture.  Any  contractor  or  subcontractor  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  shall  be  liable  for  the  same  penalties  and 
forfeits  as  those  specified  in  Subsection  6.22(E)  of  this  Chapter;  penalties  and  forfeits  shall  be 
applicable  for  each  laborer,  mechanic  or  artisan  employed  for  each  calendar  day  or  portion 
thereof  whereon  such  laborer,  mechanic  or  artisan  is  compelled  or  permitted  to  work  more 
than  the  days  and  hours  specified  herein.  The  provisions  of  this  subsection  shall  be  made  a 
part  of  all  contracts  and  subcontracts  for  the  construction  of  any  public  work  or  improvement. 

(3)  Contracts  Outside  City  and  County.  In  the  event  that  any  public  v;ork  or 
improvement  is  to  be  constructed  outside  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  at  such 
a  distance  therefrom  that  those  engaged  in  performing  labor  on  said  public  work  or 
improvement  must  under  ordinary  conditions  remain  at  or  near  the  site  of  said  work  or 
improvement  when  not  actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  labor  thereon,  then  the  officer, 
board  or  commission  responsible  for  the  construction  of  said  public  work  or  improvement  may. 
in  making  specifications  or  letting  contracts  therefor,  make  provision  therein  for  days  and 
hours  of  labor  beyond  the  limitations  provided  for  in  Section  6.22(F)  of  this  Chapter;  but  not  to 
exceed  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day,  or  six  days  in  any  calendar  week.  In  the  event

that  emergency  conditions  shall  arise,  nnaking  a  change  advisable  during  the  performance  of 
any  such  contract,  or  any  portion  thereof,  the  hours  and  days  of  labor  may  be  extended 
beyond  the  limits  hereinabove  expressed;  but  not  to  exceed  eight  hours  per  day,  upon  the 
written  authority  of  the  officer,  board  or  commission  awarding  such  contract.  Failure  of  the 
contractor  to  perform  such  contract  within  the  time  provided  shall  not  constitute  an 
emergency. 

(G)     Local  Hiring. 

(1)    Contract  Requirements.  All  construction  contracts  for  public  works  or 
improvements  to  be  performed  within  the  boundaries  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
shall  contain  the  following  provisions: 

Contractor  agrees  to  make  a  good-faith  effort,  with  the  assistance  of  community  organizations 
designated  by  the  City  or  local  labor  union  hiring  halls,  to  hire  qualified  individuals  who  are 
residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  comprise  not  less  than  50%  of  each 
contractor's  total  construction  work  force,  measured  in  labor  work  hours,  and  contractor 
promises  to  give  special  preference  to  minorities,  women  and  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals. 

Contractor  shall  keep,  and  provide  to  the  City,  an  accurate  record  showing  the  name,  place  of 
residence,  hours  employed  and  per  diem  pay  of  each  person  employed  by  the  contractor, 
including  full-time,  part-time,  permanent  and  temporary  employees. 
Contractor  shall  keep,  and  provide  to  the  City,  an  accurate  record  describing  in  detail 
contractor's  good-faith  efforts  to  secure  employment  of  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco. 

A  failure  to  abide  by  these  contract  provisions  may  result  in  the  imposition  of  sanctions  and 
penalties,  including  those  provided  for  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  6.80. 
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(2)  Definitions. 

"Qualified  individual"  shall  mean  an  individual  who  (A)  is  eligible  for  a  certified 
apprenticeship  program  in  an  applicable  trade;  (B)  has  completed  a  certified  apprenticeship 
program  in  an  applicable  trade;  or  (C)  has  completed  comparable  time  in  an  applicable  trade 

"Resident  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco"  shall  mean  an  individual  who  is 
domiciled,  as  defined  by  Section  200(b)  of  the  California  Election  Code,  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  City  and  County  during  the  entire  time  of  the  performance  of  the  contract  and  who  can 
verify  his  or  her  domicile,  upon  request  of  the  contractor  or  City,  by  producing  documentation 
such  as  a  rent/lease  agreement,  telephone  and  utility  bills  or  payment  receipts,  a  valid 
California  driver's  license  or  identification  card,  and/or  any  other  similar,  reliable  evidence  that 
verifies  that  the  individual  is  domiciled  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

"Economically  disadvantaged"  shall  mean  an  individual  who  has  been  unable  to  secure 
employment  in  his  or  her  trade  for  more  than  20  working  days  in  the  past  six  months,  or 
whose  annual  maximum  income  falls  within  the  income  limits  established  by  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Community  Development  for  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG) 
programs. 

(3)  Enforcement.  The  Human  Rights  Commission  shall  be  the  City  agency  charged 
with  the  monitoring  and  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  subsection. 

(H)     Modifications — General  Requirements.  If  it  becomes  necessary  m  the 
prosecution  of  any  public  work  or  improvement  under  contract  to  make  alterations  or 
modifications  or  to  provide  for  extras,  such  alterations,  modifications  or  extras  shall  be  made 
only  on  written  recommendation  of  the  department  head  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  the 
contract,  together  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  or  the  Mayor's  designee  or  the  board  or 
commission,  as  appropriate  to  the  department,  and  also  the  approval  of  the  Controller,  except 
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as  hereafter  provided.  The  Mayor  or  the  board  or  commission,  as  appropriate  to  the 
department,  may  delegate  in  writing  the  authority  to  approve  such  alterations,  modifications  or 
extras  to  the  department  head,  except  as  provided  below.  The  Controller  may  delegate  in 
writing  the  authority  to  encumber  funds  from  prior  appropriations  for  such  alterations, 
modifications  or  extras  to  the  department  head  prior  to  the  certification  for  payment.  Such 
authority,  when  granted,  will  clearly  state  the  limitations  of  the  changes  to  be  encompassed. 

(1)  Increasing  or  Decreasing  Price.  Alterations,  modifications  or  extras  in  any 
contract,  which  will  increase  or  decrease  the  contract  cost  or  scope,  may  be  made  or  allowed 
only  on  the  written  recommendation  of  the  department  head  responsible  for  the  supervision  of 
the  contract  stating  the  amount  and  basis  for  such  increase  or  decrease.  For  any  cumulative 
increase  or  decrease  in  price  in  excess  of  ten  percent  of  the  original  contract  price  or  scope, 
the  department  head  shall  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  or  Mayor's  designee  or  the  board 
or  commission  as  appropriate  and  also  the  approval  of  the  Controller  notwithstanding  any 
delegation  provided  for  above. 

(2)  Extensions  of  Time.  Upon  finding  that  work  under  a  construction  contract  cannot 
be  completed  within  the  specified  time  because  of  an  unavoidable  delay  as  defined  in  the 
contract,  the  department  head  may  extend  the  time  for  completion  of  the  work.  If  the 
cumulative  extensions  of  time  exceeds  ten  percent  of  the  original  contract  duration,  the 
department  head  shall  first  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  the  Mayor's  Designee,  board  or 
commission,  as  appropriate  to  the  department  notwithstanding  any  delegation  provided  for 
above.  All  time  extensions  shall  be  in  writing,  but  in  no  event  shall  any  extension  be  granted 
subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  final  completion. 

(a)  Time  Extension  Not  Waiver  of  City's  Rights.  The  granting  of  an  extension  of  time 
because  of  unavoidable  delays  shall  in  no  way  operate  as  a  waiver  on  the  part  of  the  City  and 
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County  or  the  department  head,  Mayor,  board  or  commission  of  the  right  to  collect  liquidated 
damages  for  other  delays  or  of  the  right  to  collect  other  damages  or  of  any  other  rights  to 
which  the  City  and  County  is  entitled. 

(b)  No  Extension  Granted  When  Contract  Based  on  Time  Estimates.  When  any 
award  of  contract  has  been  made  in  consideration,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the  relative  time 
estimates  of  bidders  for  the  completion  of  the  work,  no  extension  of  time  may  be  granted  on 
such  contract  beyond  the  time  specified  for  completion,  unless  the  liquidated  damages  for 
each  day  the  work  is  uncompleted  beyond  the  specified  time  shall  be  collected;  provided, 
however,  that  this  shall  not  apply  to  unavoidable  delays  due  to  acts  of  God. 

(c)  Avoidable  and  Unavoidable  Delay;  Limitation  of  Damages  for  Delay.  The 
department  head  administering  the  public  work  shall  have  the  authority  to  specify  in  the 
contract  the  delays  that  shall  be  deemed  avoidable  or  unavoidable.  The  City  and  County  shall 
not  pay  damages  or  compensation  of  any  kind  to  a  contractor  because  of  delays  in  the 
progress  of  the  work,  whether  such  delays  be  avoidable  or  unavoidable;  provided,  however, 
the  City  and  County  may  pay  for  (1 )  delays  caused  to  the  contractor  by  the  City  and  County; 
and  (2)  such  unavoidable  delays  as  may  be  specifically  stated  in  the  contract.  Such  latter 
delays  will  be  compensated  for  only  under  the  conditions  specified  in  the  contract. 

(d)  Notice  of  Delay  Required.  The  contractor  shall  promptly  noti^/  the  department 
head  in  writing,  of  all  anticipated  delays  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  and,  in  any  event, 
promptly  upon  the  occurrence  of  a  delay,  the  notice  shall  constitute  an  application  for  an 
extension  of  time  only  if  the  notice  requests  such  extension  and  sets  forth  the  contractor's 
estimate  of  the  additional  time  required  together  with  a  full  recital  of  the  causes  of  unavoidable 
delays  relied  upon.  The  department  head  may  take  steps  to  prevent  the  occurrence  or 
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continuance  of  the  delay,  may  classify  the  delay  as  avoidable  or  unavoidable  and  may 
determine  to  what  extent  the  completion  of  the  work  is  delayed  thereby. 

(1)     Liquidated  Damages.  Any  contract  may  provide  a  time  within  which  the  contract 
work,  or  portions  thereof,  shall  be  completed  and  may  provide  for  the  payment  of  agreed 
liquidated  damages  to  the  City  and  County  for  every  calendar  or  working  day  thereafter  during 
which  such  work  shall  be  uncompleted. 

(J)    Retention  of  Progressive  Payments.  Any  contract  may  provide  for  progressive 
payments,  if  the  Advertisement  For  Bids  shall  so  specify.  No  progressive  payments  under 
any  contract  shall  be  made  which,  with  prior  payments,  shall  exceed  in  amount  90  percent  of 
the  value  of  the  work  and  labor  and  materials  furnished.  However,  if  the  department  head 
responsible  for  the  public  work  determines  that  the  contract  is  50  percent  or  more  complete, 
that  the  contractor  is  making  satisfactory  progress  and  that  there  is  no  specific  cause  for 
greater  withholding,  progressive  payments  may  be  made  not  to  exceed  in  amount  the  lesser 
of  either  95  percent  of  the  value  of  the  work  and  labor  and  material  furnished  or  95  percent  of 
the  contract  price.  When  the  department  head  responsible  for  the  public  work  determines  that 
the  contract  is  95  percent  complete,  funds  withheld  may  be  reduced  to  an  amount  equal  to 
200  percent  of  the  estimated  value  of  the  work  yet  to  be  completed  as  determined  by  the 
department  head. 

(K)    Inspection  and  Acceptance  of  Completed  Work;  Final  Payment.  The 

department  head  authorized  to  execute  any  contract  for  public  works  or  improvements  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  inspection  and  acceptance  of  such  work  on  completion.  Such 
acceptance  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  include  the  certificate  of  the  department  head 
concerned  that  the  work  covered  by  the  contract  has  been  fully  and  satisfactorily  completed  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  therefor.  Receipt  of  copy  of  such  acceptance  in 
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writing  shall  constitute  the  Controller's  authority  to  complete  any  payments  due  the  contractor 
under  the  contract;  provided  that  the  Controller  may  make  such  additional  investigation  or 
inspection  as  is  provided  by  Administrative  Code  Section  10.07. 

(L)     Termination  for  Convenience.  In  all  contracts  for  the  construction  of  any  public 
work  or  improvement,  the  department  head  authorized  to  execute  any  contract  for  any  public 
work  or  improvement  may  include  in  the  specifications  setting  forth  the  terms  and  condit  ons 
for  the  performance  of  the  contract  a  provision  that  the  City  and  County  may  terminate  tne 
performance  of  work  under  the  contract  whenever  the  department  head  shall  determine,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  the  Mayor's  designee  or  the  board  or  commission  concerned,  that 
such  termination  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  County.  Any  such  termination  shall  be 
effected  by  delivery  to  the  contractor  of  a  notice  of  termination  specifying  the  extent  to  which 
performance  of  work  under  the  contract  is  terminated  and  the  date  upon  which  such 
termination  becomes  effective.  The  department  head  is  hereby  authorized  to  include  within 
such  construction  contract  the  appropriate  language  to  implement  this  subsection. 

(M)    Violations  of  Chapter  6;  False  Claims.  Every  public  work  contract  performed  at 
the  expense  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  the  cost  of  which  is  paid  for  out  of 
monies  deposited  in  the  treasury  of  the  City  and  County,  whether  directly  awarded  or 
indirectly  by  or  under  subcontract,  subpartnership,  day  labor,  station  work,  piece  work  or  any 
other  arrangement  whatsoever,  shall  incorporate  the  provisions  of  Article  V  (commencing  at 
Section  6.80)  of  this  Chapter,  relating  to  administrative  debarments  and  false  claims.  The 
failure  to  include  such  reference  or  incorporation  shall  not  in  any  way  abrogate  the  rignts  o^' 
the  City  and  County  under  Article  V  of  this  Chapter. 

(N)  Articles  Not  to  be  Prison  Made.  No  article  furnished  under  any  contract  awarded 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  shall  have  been  made  in  a  prison  or  by  convict  labor 
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except  for  articles  made  in  prisons  or  by  convicts  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
California  Department  of  Corrections  and  limited  to  articles  for  use  by  the  City  and  County's 
detention  facilities. 

(O)     Employment  of  Apprentices.  All  construction  contracts  awarded  under  this 
Chapter  shall  require  the  Contractor  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  State 
Apprenticeship  Program  (as  set  forth  in  the  California  Labor  Code,  Division  3,  Chapter  4 
[commencing  at  Section  3070]  and  Section  1777.5),  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time, 
and  shall  require  the  Contractor  to  include  in  its  subcontracts  the  obligation  for  subcontractors 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  State  Apprenticeship  Program. 

(P)    Safety.  All  construction  contracts  awarded  under  this  Chapter  shall  require  the 
Contractor  and  all  of  its  subcontractors  to  abide  by  the  applicable  Occupational  Safety  and 
Health  statutes  and  regulations.

[Parking  Permits.] 

Ordinance  amending  San  Francisco  Traffic  Code  sections  308,  308.1,  308.3,  and 

repealing  section  314,  to:  clarify  the  requirements  for  issuance  of  Residential  Parking 

Permits;  increase  parking  permit  fees  for  Residential  Parking  Permits  and  Health  Care 

Worker  Permits  to  sixty  dollars  ($60)  if  purchased  in  the  first  six  months  of  the  permit 

year  or  thirty  dollars  ($30)  if  purchased  in  the  last  six  months  of  the  permit  year; 

increase  Educational  Institution  Permits  to  sixty  dollars  ($60)  for  each  permit 

regardless  of  the  date  of  purchase  or  repurchase;  increase  temporary  parking  permit 

fees  for  Residential  Parking  Permits  to  twenty  dollars  ($20)  for  each  week  for  up  to  four 

weeks  or  forty  dollars  ($40)  for  a  four  week  permit;  increase  visitor  parking  permit  fees 

for  Residential  Parking  Permits  to  five  dollars  ($5)  per  day,  twenty  dollars  ($20)  for  two 

consecutive  weeks,  thirty  dollars  ($30)  for  four  consecutive  weeks,  forty  dollars  ($40) 

for  six  consecutive  weeks,  or  fifty  dollars  ($50)  for  eight  consecutive  weeks;  and, 

delete  previous  permit  fee  amounts.

[Bicycle  Plan  Policy  Framework  adoption  and  related  General  Plan  amendments  ] 
Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  General  Plan  in  connection  with  the  San 
Francisco  Bicycle  Plan:  Policy  Framework;  adopting  environmental  findings  and 
findings  that  the  General  Plan  amendment  is  consistent  with  the  General  Plan  and  eight 
priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  1 01 .1 ;  adopting  the  Bicycle  Plan:  Policy 
Framework;  and  authorizing  official  acts  in  connection  thereto. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1 .  Findings.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  hereby  finds  and  determines  that: 

(a)  City  Charter  Section  4.105  requires  that  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission 
(the  "Planning  Commission")  consider  any  proposed  amendments  to  the  City's  General  Plan 
and  make  a  recommendation  for  approval  or  rejection  to  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  before  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  acts  on  the  proposed  amendments. 

(b)  Approval  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan:  Policy  Framework  requires  certain  text 
amendments  and  map  amendments  to  the  Transportation  Element  and  Downtown  Plan  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "General  Plan"),  The  General  Plan  text  amendments 
and  description  of  the  General  Plan  map  amendments  are  contained  in  this  Ordinance.  The 
General  Plan  maps  proposed  for  amendment  are  attached  to  this  Ordinance  and  incorporated 
herein  by  reference.  Copies  of  said  maps  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  050349. 

(c)  On  February  3,  2005,  the  Planning  Commission  conducted  a  duly  noticed  public 
hearing  on  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  General  Plan.  Following  such  heanng,  the

(d)  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  340,  finds  that  this 
ordinance  will  serve  the  public  necessity,  convenience,  and  welfare  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in 
Planning  Commission  Resolution  No.  16942. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  this  Ordinance  is  in  conformity  with  the 
Priority  Policies  of  Section  101.1  of  the  Planning  Code  and  consistent  with  the  General  Plan 
as  it  is  amended  herein,  and  hereby  adopts  the  findings  set  forth  in  Planning  Commission 
Resolution  No.  16942  and  Motion  No.  16943  and  incorporates  such  findings  by  reference  as  if 
fully  set  forth  herein. 

Section  3.  Findings  concerning  the  California  Bikeways  and  Bicycle  Transportation 

Acts. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  hereby  further  finds 
and  determines  that: 

(a)  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  2370  et  seq.  is  known  as  the 
California  Bikeways  Act  (the  "Bikeways  Act").  Section  2377  of  the  Bikeways  Act  provides  for 
the  preparation  of  a  bikeways  plan  by  a  city  or  county  and  submission  of  this  plan  to  the 
California  Department  of  Transportation  for  review  and  approval. 

(b)  Section  2378  of  the  Bikeways  Act  provides  that  any  city  or  county  that  has  received 
approval  from  the  California  Department  of  Transportation  for  its  bikeways  plan  may  apply  to 
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the  Department  of  Transportation  for  funds  for  bikeways  and  related  facilities  which  will 
implement  such  plans. 

(c)  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  890  et  seq.  is  known  as  the 
California  Bicycle  Transportation  Act  (the  "Bicycle  Transportation  Act").  Section  891 .2  of 
Bicycle  Transportation  Act  provides  for  the  preparation  or  update  of  a  bicycle  transportation 
plan  by  a  city  or  county  in  accordance  with  certain  criteria. 

(d)  Section  891 .4  of  the  Bicycle  Transportation  Act  establishes  a  process  for  a  city  or 
county  to  obtain  funding  from  the  State  Bicycle  Transportation  Account  for  complying  bicycle 
transportation  plans.  In  order  to  be  eligible  to  apply  for  such  funds  and  many  other  funds  and 
grants,  local  agencies'  governing  boards  must  approve  and  adopt  a  bicycle  plan  or  certify  that 
an  existing  plan  has  been  updated. 

(e)  The  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  prepared  the  '  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan: 
Policy  Framework"  (the  "Bicycle  Plan  Framework"),  an  updated  component  of  the  oicycle 
plan,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  abovementioned  Bikeways  Act  and  Bicycle 
Transportation  Act  The  Bicycle  Plan  Framework  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.  050349  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein. 

(f)  On  September  21,  2004,  in  Resolution  No.  04-141,  the  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency  Board  of  Directors  found  the  Bicycle  Plan  Framework  consistent  with  the  City's 
Transit  First  Policy.  A  copy  of  said  Resolution  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
050349  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein. 

(g)  The  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan  has  two  components,  the  policy  framework  and 
the  network  improvement  program.  The  policy  framework  component,  which  is  the  subject  of 
this  legislation,  does  not  contain  specific  or  detailed  proposals  for  reconfiguration  of  streets, 
traffic,  or  parking,  or  for  the  construction  of  related  infrastructure  projects.  The  Bicycle  Plan's 
policy  framework  document  is  primarily  a  statement  of  goals,  policies,  and  action  items  for 
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future  implementation  and  study.  The  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan's  network  improvement 
component,  which  will  address  implementation  of  the  improvements  to  the  City's  bicycle 
network,  will  be  part  of  a  separate  review  and  approval  process  to  be  conducted  at  a  later 
date. 

Section  4.  Environmental  Findings.  On  January  11,  2005,  the  Planning  Department 
determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Ordinance  are  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  {California  Public  Resources  Code  sections  21000  et 
seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
050349  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

Section  5.  Sections,  objectives,  policies,  and  maps  of  the  Transportation  Element  of 
the  San  Francisco  General  Plan  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

TRANSPORTATION  ELEMENT 

HISTORY  OF  TRANSPORTATION  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO 

The  Freeway  Revolt  and  "Transit  First"  (1960-1989) 

City  residents  and  politicians  protested  the  proposed  1948  Trafficways  Plan,  fearing 
that  it  would  destroy  the  city's  livability  and  character.  This  response,  known  as  the  "Freeway 
Revolt",  led  to  the  deletion  of  the  Western,  Park  Presidio  and  Crosstown  freeways  and,  in 
1959,  the  suspension  in  mid-construction  of  both  the  Embarcadero  and  Central  Freeways. 
The  ugliness  and  intrusiveness  of  these  freeways,  and  the  increased  automobile  traffic  they 
attracted,  encouraged  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  further  reject  new  alternatives  in  1966  for 
cross-town  freeway  connections,  permitting  only  the  construction  of  the  Southern  Freeway  ((- 
280). 

Instead  of  relying  on  freeways  to  meet  its  transportation  needs,  the  city  sought  to  place 
greater  emphasis  on  mass  transportation.  In  1973,  the  San  Francisco  City  Planning 
Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  "Transit  First  Policy",  giving  top  priority  to 
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lublic  transit  investments  as  the  centerpiece  of  the  city's  transportation  policy  and  adopting 
treet  capacity  and  parking  policies  to  discourage  increases  in  automobile  traffic.  This  policy 
ncourages  multi-modalism,  including  the  use  of  transit  and  other  transportation  choices,  including 
icyclins  and  walking,  rather  than  the  continued  use  of  the  single-occupant  vehicle. 

Regional  and  local  mass  transit  diversified  and  expanded  during  the  1970's  and 
980's.  Proposed  in  1957,  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  System  (BART)  began  East  Bay  and 
Vest  Bay  service  in  1972-3,  and  transbay  service  in  1974.  Commuter  ferry  service  v;as 
einstated  between  Marin  County  and  San  Francisco  in  1970,  The  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
lighway  and  Transit  District  and  SamTrans  took  over  and  expanded  the  Greyhound 
ommuter  bus  operations  in  the  North  Bay  (1972)  and  on  the  Peninsula  (1974),  respectively. 
1  1980,  the  California  Department  of  Transportation  took  over  the  Southern  Pacific  commuter 
ail  service  on  the  Peninsula  (and  renamed  it  CalTrain),  and  in  1992  the  operation  of  CalTrain 
/as  assumed  by  a  Joint  Powers  Board  representing  San  Francisco,  San  Mateo  and  Santa 
JIara  Counties.  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  (Muni)  upgraded  its  surface  streetcar 
peration  to  a  surface  and  subway  light-rail  network  in  1979.  By  the  time  of  the  1989  Loma 
'rieta  Earthquake,  public  transportation  in  San  Francisco  was  a  diverse,  though  not 
eamiessly  coordinated,  system  of  regional  and  local  bus  service,  electric  trolley  buses, 
srries,  commuter  trains,  heavy  and  light  rail  transit,  and  cable  cars.  After  decades  of  poor 
oordination  and  large  service  gaps  between  different  transit  systems,  great  strides  were 
lade  in  linking  and  facilitating  transfers  between  local  and  regional  transit  sen/ices.  Muni  and 
iART  introduced  the  "Fast  Pass"  allowing  unlimited  trips  and  free  transfers  betv/een  the  two 
ystems  for  trips  made  in  San  Francisco  duhng  one  month.  Plans  v/ere  drawn  for  the  Muni 
4etro  extension  to  Mission  Bay.  connecting  CalTrain  to  Muni  Metro  and  BART,  and  for  the  F- 
ne  connection  between  BART/Muni  Metro,  Upper  Market,  the  Northern  Watertront,  the 
ransbay  Terminal  and  the  Ferry  Building. 
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Nevertheless,  decentralization  of  the  Bay  Area  continued,  making  it  difficult  for  mass 
transit  to  meet  the  needs  of  residents  and  commuters  traveling  to  the  outlying,  suburban  parts 
of  the  region.  Manufacturing  continued  to  diminish  in  importance  as  a  sector  of  San 
Francisco's  economy,  which  was  becoming  more  dominated  by  such  office  sectors  as 
finance,  administration  and  service.  Much  of  the  growth  in  the  industrial  and  manufacturing 
sectors  of  the  Bay  Area's  economy  occurred  in  the  East  and  South  Bay.  The  Port  of  Oakland, 
already  at  an  advantage  because  of  its  proximity  to  multiple  railheads  and  servers,  assumed  a 
greater  share  of  the  Bay  Area's  waterfront  traffic  after  it  had  adapted  to  cargo  containerization, 
and  the  Port  of  San  Francisco's  Belt  Line  Railroad  became  obsolete  and  was  eventually 
dismantled." 

GENERAL 

POLICY  1 .6:  Ensure  choices  among  modes  of  travel  and  accommodate  each  mode 
when  and  where  it  is  most  appropriate. 

San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area  have  various  means  of  travel:  automobile,  bus, 
streetcar,  walking,  taxi,  cable  car,  ferry,  railroad,  BART  and  bicycling.  Flying  is  occasionally 
used  as  a  means  of  intra-regional  travel.  Each  mode  of  travel  has  special  advantages  or 
disadvantages  for  certain  types  of  trips  and  for  certain  origins  and  destinations.  The  least 
costly  or  most  convenient  means  to  satisfy  travel  demand  is  not  necessarily  the  best 
investment  in  the  context  of  comprehensive  planning:  cost  or  convenience  must  usually  be 
balanced  against  effects  on  the  environment  and  impact  on  land  use  and  development 
patterns.  However,  it  should  be  remembered  that  some  modes  such  as  walking  and  hicvclins  can  he 
utilized  on  almost  all  streets  with  minimal  environment  and  land  use  impact. 

The  following  conditions  listed  under  each  mode  choice  are  not  mutually  exclusive,  and 
may  apply  to  more  than  one  travel  mode,  especially  when  the  modes  are  compatible  with 
each  other:

Mass  transit  should  be  given  priority  for  the  following  kinds  of  trips  and/or  in  the 
described  areas: 

□  For  work  trips  generally  within  and  to  San  Francisco,  and  to  other  densely 
developed  parts  of  the  region,  especially  to  all  major  employnnent  centers. 

□  For  intercity  trips  between  core  areas  of  major  cities  and  for  travel  to  core  areas 
in  general. 

□  For  trips  occurring  generally  during  periods  of  high  travel  demands. 

□  Where  demand  for  travel  between  any  two  or  more  relatively  compact  or 
densely  developed  areas  is  high. 

□  In  areas  and  around  institutions  where  large  numbers  of  people  with  limited 
means  or  low  automobile  ownership  reside  or  arrive  at  a  destination. 

□  Where  travel  demand  exceeds  the  capacity  of  an  area  to  absorb  more  vehicular 
traffic  without  substantial  environmental  damage  or  where  further  capacity  for  automobile 
movement  or  storage  is  very  costly. 

□  Where  required  or  useful  to  stimulate  development. 

n       For  trips  to  major  recreation  areas  and  to  sports,  cultural  and  other  heavily 
attended  events. 

□  For  trips  to  neighborhood  commercial  districts,  especially  those  that  do  not 
contain  many  automobile-oriented  uses. 

Automobiles  should  be  accommodated  for  making  the  following  kinds  of  trips  and/or  in 
the  described  areas: 

□  For  trips  occurring  when  and  where  transit  is  not  well-suited  for  the  purpose, 
such  as  shopping  for  oversized  or  bulk  items  (as  an  alternative,  retail  delivery  services  should 
be  encouraged.) 
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□  For  intra-regional  trips  outside  the  major  cities  and  for  intercity  trips  between 
non-core  areas  of  the  major  cities. 

:       Where  business  travel  requires  the  use  of  an  automobile  for  short-term  and 
intermittent  trips. 

□  On  streets  having  the  capacity  to  absorb  additional  vehicular  traffic  as  an 
alternative  to  freeway  construction  without  substantial  environmental  damage  or  conflict  with 
land  uses. 

Walking  should  be  given  priority  for  the  following  kinds  of  trips  and/or  in  the  specified 

areas: 

□  In  parks,  on  trails  and  in  other  recreational  areas,  and  where  the  enjoyment  of 
slow  movement  and  the  preservation  of  the  natural  environment  would  be  severely 
compromised  by  automobile  traffic. 

n       For  work  trips  generally  within  San  Francisco,  especially  the  downtown  area. 

□  Where  concentration  of  activity  is  high,  particularly  where  streets  are  narrow  and 
the  intervening  distances  are  short,  that  more  convenient  access  among  interrelated  activities 
may  be  achieved  by  walking  or  limited  distance  people-movers  than  by  other  modes. 

□  In  areas  and  around  institutions  where  large  numbers  of  people  with  limited 
means  or  low  automobile  ownership  reside  or  arrive  as  a  destination. 

LJ       Where  travel  demand  exceeds  the  capacity  of  an  area  to  absorb  more  vehicular 
traffic  without  substantial  environmental  damage  or  where  further  capacity  for  automobile 
movement  or  storage  is  very  costly. 

!  J       In  neighborhood  commercial  districts,  and  where  cultural  and  recreational 
facilities  are  clustered. 

ri       Surrounding  transit  centers  and  along  transit  preferential  streets,  where  the 
facilitation  of  pedestrian  traffic  is  necessary  to  successful  and  safe  transit  operation. 
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Bicycling  should  be  given  prionty  for  the  following  kinds  of  trips  and/or  in  the  specified 

areas: 

□  In  parks,  on  trails,  on  roads  of  particular  scenic  heuuiv.  and  in  other  recreational 
areas,  and  where  the  enjoyment  of  slow  movement  and  the  preservation  of  the  natural 
environment  would  be  severely  compromised  by  automobile  traffic. 

□  For  work  trips  generally  within  San  Francisco,  especially  the  downtown  and  other 
dense  areas,  where  automobile  parkins  is  scarce. 

□  Where  concentration  of  activity  is  high,  particularly  where  streets  are  narrow  and 
the  intervening  distances  are  short,  that  more  convenient  access  among  interrelated  activities 
may  be  achieved  by  bicycling. 

□  areas  and  around  institutions  where  Where  large  numbers  of  people  with  limited 
means  or  low  automobile  ownership  reside  or  arhve  as  a  destination. 

n         Wicrc  travel  demand  exceeds  the  capacity  of  an  area  to  absorb  more  vehicular  troffie 
without  substantial- environmental  damage  or  where  further  capacity  for  automobile  movement  or 
storage  is  very  costly. 

□  In  neighborhood  comniercicd  districts,  and  where  cultural  and  recreational  facdities  are 
clustered. 

U  For  trips  to  sports,  cultural  and  other  heavily  attended  events. 

□  As  a  connector  to  and  from  transit,  especially  regional  transit. 

□  Along  the  alignment  of  the  resional  Bav  Trail  network  linkins  shoreline  recreational 
destinations. 

Taxis,  water  taxis,  paratransit  services  and  shuttles  should  be  accommodated  for  the 
following  kinds  of  trips  and/or  in  the  specified  areas: 
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□  Where  there  are  concentrations  of  off-peak,  nighttime  commercial,  recreational 
and  cultural  activity,  particularly  where  that  activity  attracts  a  large  proportion  of  tourists  and  is 
within  a  5-minute  taxi  ride  from  Downtown. 

Q  Shopping  trips  where  the  volume  of  purchased  goods  would  make  the  use  of 
public  transit  inconvenient  or  difficult. 

D  In  residential  areas,  or  near  facilities  and  institutions  where  the  facilitation  of 
door-to-door  trips  is  an  absolute  priority. 

n       Adjacent  to  regional  transit  connection  points. 

□  Where  the  mode,  such  as  a  water  taxi,  affords  a  trip  of  special  scenic  quality. 
Freight  carriers  and  delivery  vehicles  should  be  accommodated  for  making  the 

following  kinds  of  trips  and/or  in  the  described  areas: 

□  Where  there  are  concentrations  of  industrial  and  manufacturing  facilities  that 
depend  on  the  processing,  delivery  and/or  shipment  of  large  quantities  of  goods  and  freight. 

□  For  the  bulk  movement  of  refuse  and  other  materials  which  would  become  a 
nuisance  and  health  hazard  if  stored  or  accumulated  on  site. 

□  For  the  loading  and  unloading  of  goods  and  freight  at  retail  and  commercial 
establishments. 

□  At  the  transfer  points  where  bulk  equipment,  goods  and  freight  exchange  modes 
of  travel,  such  as  where  land  and  water  freight  traffic  interface. 

□  Along  rail  or  truck  routes  specifically  needed  to  accommodate  the  movement, 
both  local  and  inter-regional,  of  the  activities  described  above. 

In  areas  suited  for  the  storage  of  bulk  equipment,  goods  and  freight. 
REGIONAL 

POLICY  3.1;  The  existing  capacity  of  the  bridges,  highways  and  freeways  entering  the 
city  should  not  be  increased  for  single-occupant  vehicles,  and  should  be  reduced  where 
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possible.  Changes,  retrofits,  or  replacements  to  existing  bridges  and  highways  should  include 
dedicated  priority  for  high-occupancy  vehicles  and  transit,  and  all  bridges  should  feature  access  for 
bicyclists  and  pedestrians. 

Much  of  the  existing  street  infrastructure  and  parking  facilities  within  San  Francisco  are 
at  capacity  and  cannot  accommodate  significant  increases  in  automobile  traffic.  Managing  the 
future  transportation  demand  requires  a  balancing  of  travel  modes,  including  a  greater 
emphasis  on  public  transit,  ride-sharing,  and  other  alternatives  to  single-occupancy  vehicles. 
Congestion  pricing  on  key  freev\/ays  and  bridges  should  be  implemented  to  help  achieve  this 
end. 

POLICY  4.6:  Facilitate  transfers  between  different  transit  modes  and  senyices  by 
establishing  simplified  and  coordinated  fares  and  schedules,  and  by  employing  design  and 
technology  features  to  make  transferring  more  convenient,  and  increasing  accommodation  of 

bicycles  on  transit. 

Examples  include  providing  links  between  transit  platforms  so  that  connections  can  be 
made  directly,  with  a  minimum  of  walking  and  entry/exit  of  fare  areas.  Monitors  that  announce 
arrivals,  departures  and  the  progress  of  transit  vehicles  and  orientation  maps  should  be 
installed  to  ease  the  uncertainty  and  anxiety  of  waiting  passengers. 

Expanded  peak-hour  bicycle  capacity  and  reduced  peak-hour  bicvclc  time  restrictions  would 
encourage  bicycling  to  and  from  transit  at  one  or  both  ends  of  the  transit  trip  -  an  attractive  choice  to 
driving  alone.  This  extends  the  range  and  convenience  of  both  the  transit  and  the  hic\>cle  modes. 

POLICY  6.1 :  Designate  expeditious  routes  for  freight  trucks  between  industrial  and 
commercial  areas  and  the  regional  and  state  freeway  system  to  minimize  conflicts  with 
automobile  traffic  and  bicycles  and  incompatibility  with  other  land  uses. 

It  is  very  important  to  coordinate  truck  route  and  Bicycle  Route  \ct\\  ork  planning.  Trucks  and 
bicycles  should  be  routed  lo  separate  streets  where  possible.  Trucks  '  greater  width  and  length. 
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obstructed  rear  sizhi  lines,  large  turning  radius,  and  the  tendency  for  rear  wheels  to  follow  a  smaller 
circle  than  front  wheels  all  present  special  concerns  to  cyclists. 

OBJECTIVE  8:  MAINTAIN  AND  ENHANCE  REGIONAL  PEDESTRIAN-^V©,  HIKING, 
AND  BICYCLE  ACCESS  TO  THE  COAST.  BAY  AND  RIDGE  TRAILS. 

addition  to  pedestrian  continuity  along  all  of  these  trails,  continuous  bicycle  access  should  he 
facilitated  along  the  Bay  and  Coast  Trails,  which  are  important  regional  recreational  and  touristic 
facilities. 

POLICY  8.2:  Clearly  identify  the  citywide  Pedestrian  and  Bicycle  Networks  where  U  they 
intersect  with  the  Coast,  Bay  and  Ridge  Trails. 

POLICY  9.1 :  AUew-Accommodate  bicycles  on  regional  transit  vehieks  facilities  and 
important  regional  transportation  links,  SUCh  as  trains  and  ferries  the  City's  light  rail  vehicles, 
whereyer  and  whenever  practical/v/ea5/^?/g. 

Many  commuters  to  San  Francisco  work  outside  of  downtown  and  drive  alone,  contributins  to 
peak  hour  congestion.  If  regional  transit  expanded  peak-hour  bicycle  capacity  and  reduced  peak  hour 
bicycle  time  restrictions,  these  commuters  could  bicycle  to  and  from  transit  at  one  or  both  end  of  their 
transit  trip  -  an  attractive  choice  to  driving  alone.  This  would  also  reduce  parking  demand  at  BART 
and  Caltrain  stations,  ferry  terminals,  and  park-and-ride  lots. 

CONGESTION  MANAGEMENT 

POLICY  14.1:  Reduce  road  congestion  on  arterials  through  the  implementation  of 
traffic  control  strategies,  such  as  trafw  signal-%fe  synchronization  (consistent  with  vosted speed 
limits)  and  turn  controls,  that  improve  vehicular  flow  without  impeding  movement  for 
pedestrians  and  bicyclists. 

The  roadway  space  needed  by  bicyclists  varies  between  four  and  six  feet  depending  on  the 
presence  of  parked  cars.  The  needs  of  bicyclists  must  be  considered  wherever  lane  widths,  especially 
curb  lanes,  are  proposed  to  be  changed.  Multiple  turn  lanes,  designed  to  reduce  congestion  for  autos. 
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can  be  con  fusins  and  di  fficult  to  negotiate  for  cyclists  and  pedestrians,  and  should  noi  he  used  i  f 

feasible. 

POLICY  14.4:  Reduce  congestion  by  encouraging  alternatives  to  the  single  occupant 
auto  through  the  resenv'ation  of  right-of-way  and  enhancement  of  other  facilities  dedicated  to 
multiple  modes  of  transportation. 

Creating  necessary'  and  appropriate  facilities  for  transit,  bicycles,  carpools.  pedestrians,  and 
other  modes  often  requires  eliminatins.  general  traffic  lanes  and  reducing  capacity  for  simle  occupant 
autos.  This  trade-off  is  often  necessary  to  create  attractive  and  efficient  facilities  to  ensure  safely, 
reduce  congestion,  improve  neighborhood  livahility,  and  accommodate  growth  consistent  with  the 
Transit  First  policy. 

VEHICLE  CIRCULATION 

TABLE  1  (Classification  of  Elements  in  Vehicle  Circulation  Plan)  shall  include  the 
following  preface: 

Pedestrian  and  bicyclist  use  will  occur  and  needs  to  he  provided  for  on  all  streets  regardless  of  street 
classification,  except  freeways,  where  bicycle  facilities  should  he  reviewed  on  a  case  by  case  basis. 

POLICY  1 8.2:  Design  streets  for  a  level  of  traffic  that  serves,  but  will  not  cause  a 
detrimental  impact  on  adjacent  land  uses  nor  eliminate  the  efficient  and  safe  movement  of  transit 
vehicles  and  bicycles. 

The  need  for  traffic  carriers  must  be  balanced  against  the  adverse  effects  of  heavy 
traffic  on  the  use  of  adjacent  land  and  the  quality  of  the  environment.  The  needs  of  residents 
for  peace  and  quiet,  safety  from  harm,  and  useful  open  space  must  be  giVen  consideration. 
Each  area  and  each  street  of  the  city  have  different  characteristics  which  determine  the  level 
of  traffic  which  can  be  absorbed  without  serious  adverse  impacts.  The  following  factors  should 
be  the  basis  for  a  judgment  on  the  acceptable  levels  of  traffic  on  a  specific  street 
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The  predominance  of  land  uses  fronting  the  street; 

The  distance  between  the  curb  and  building  line  established  by  sidewalk  width  or 
setback; 

The  presence  or  absence  of  buffering  between  street  and  building  in  the  form  of 
landscaping,  change  in  elevation,  or  similar  condition; 
The  level  of  pedestrian  and  bicycle  traffic; 
The  proportion  of  the  street  which  is  residential  in  land  use; 
Whether  residences  face  the  street; 

The  presence  of  hospitals,  schools,  parks,  or  similar  facilities  on  or  near  the  street. 

The  widening  of  streets  at  the  expense  of  sidewalks  or  of  setbacks  should  not  occur 
where  space  is  necessary  for  pedestrian  movement,  buffering  from  noise,  useful  open  space 
and  landscaping.  This  is  especially  true  in  densely  populated  neighborhoods  with  little  public 
or  private  open  space.  No  additional  sidewalk  narrowings,  tow-away  zones  and  one-way 
streets  should  be  instituted  in  a  residential  neighborhood  if  it  would  compromise  the  safety 
and  comfort  of  the  pedestrian  resident.  Existing  towaway  lanes  should  be  phased  out  if  they 
present  a  hazard  to  pedestrian  safety.  In  addition,  widening  of  streets  should  not  occur  at  the 
expense  of  bicycle  travel.  The  roadway  space  needed  by  bicyclists,  whether  between  the  line 
of  traffic  and  the  curb  or  the  line  of  on-street  parking,  varies  between  four  and  six  feet.  The 
needs  of  bicyclists  must  be  considered  wherever  the  curb  lane  is  proposed  to  be  narrowed. 
Street  restripings  and  widenings  may  be  appropriate  in  industrial  areas  where  access  for 
oversize  freight  vehicles  is  important,  but  these  projects  should  not  reduce  or  eliminate  the 
efficient  movement  of  transit  vehicles  and  bicycles. 

POLICY  18.3:  The  existing  single-occupant  vehicular  capacity  of  the  bridges, 
highways  and  freeways  entering  the  city  should  not  be  increased  and  should  be  reduced  if 
needed  to  increase  the  capacity  for  high-occupancy  vehicles,  transit  and  other  alternative 
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means  of  commuting,  and  for  the  safe  and  efficient  movement  of  freight  tmcks.  Chames. 

retrofits,  or  replacements  to  existing  bridges  and  highways  should  include  dedicated  priority  for  high- 
occupancy  vehicles  and  transit,  and  all  bridses  should  feature  access  for  bicyclists  and  pedestrians. 
When  bicycle  access  is  increased  on  a  bridge,  care  needs  to  be  taken  to  provide  appropriate  and  safe 
bicycle  access  to  both  ends  of  the  bridge. 

It  is  recognized  that  provision  for  further  vehicular  access  into  the  city  would  conflict 
with  the  environmental  objectives  of  the  city,  overload  the  city  street  system,  and  jeopardize 
the  city's  commitment  to  mass  transit.  This  policy  allows  for  the  introduction  of  exclusive 
transit,  bike  and  carpool/vanpool  lanes  on  bridges,  highways  and  freeways  where  these  lanes 
are  compatible  with  the  overall  transportation  system's  needs. 

POLICY  19.2:  Promote  increased  traffic  safety,  with  special  attention  to  hazards  that 
could  cause  personal  injury. 

Various  measures  can  be  taken  to  reduce  accidents  collisions,  especially  those  involving 
serious  personal  injury.  Particular  attention  needs  to  be  given  to  improving  bicyclists  '  safely  since 
conditions  that  may  be  inconsequential  to  automobiles  can  be  disruptive,  disabling,  or  even  life 
threatening  to  bicyclists,  and  are  the  cause  of  many  bicyclist  collisions.  In  some  cases  redesign  of 
the  roadway  and  of  intersections  to  reduce  conflicts  between  vehicles,  bicyclists  and 
pedestrians  is  required;  in  others  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  improve  clarity  of  signs  and  of 
routing  so  that  there  is  less  driver  uncertainty  and  hesitation. 

MASS  TRANSIT 

POLICY  21.7:  Make  convenient  transfers  between  transit  lines,  systems  and  modes 
possible  by  establishing  common  or  closely  located  terminals  for  local  and  regional  transit 
SVStems-i9f^,  by  coordinating  fares  and  schedules,  and  by  providing  bicycle  access  and  secure  bicycle 
parking. 

POLICY  21 .9:   Improve  pedestrian  and  bicycle  access  to  transit  facilities. 
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Pedestrian  access  to  and  from  major  destinations  and  the  serving  transit  facility  should 
be  direct  and  uncomplicated.  Bicyclists  should  be  accommodated  on  regional  and  trunkline 
transit  vehicles  -  includin2  lisht  rail  vehicles  -  wherever  feasible,  and  at  stations  through  the 
provision  of  storage  lockers  and/or  secured  bicycle  parking. 

BICYCLES 

MAP  13  (Bicycle  Route  Map)  shall  be  amended  to  reflect  the  bicycle  network  as 
proposed  in  the  Bike  Plan  and  introductory  text  shall  be  amended  as  follows: 

The  bicycle  is  a  desirable  alternative  to  the  automobile  as  a  means  of  urban 
transportation  in  San  Francisco.  It  can  successfully  be  used  for  most  transportation  needs, 
including  commuting,  shopping,  errands,  and  recreation.  Active  encouragement  of  bicycle  use 
as  an  alternative  to  automobile  use,  whenever  possible,  is  essential  in  light  of  the  continually 
increasing  traffic  congestion  caused  by  motorized  vehicles  which  aggravates  air  pollution, 
increases  noise  levels  and  consumes  valuable  urban  space.  The  bicycle  is  a  practical  and 
economical  transportation  alternative  which  produces  no  emissions  or  noise.  In  addition,  each 
bicycle  user  enjoys  health  benefits  through  increased  physical  activity. 

To  enable  a  large  number  of  San  Franciscans  to  use  the  bicycle  as  a  transportation 
option,  several  significant  needs  must  be  met.  The  needs  include,  among  others,  safe  and 
comfortable  space  on  the  roadway  for  bicyclists,  a  system  of  identifiable  bicycle  routes  that 
will  direct  bicyclists  to  major  destinations,  safe  and  secure  bicycle  parking,  enforcement  of  laws 
protecting  and  regulating  cyclists'  rights,  safety,  and  responsibilities,  and  education  of  both  the 
bicyclists  and  motorists  about  the  safe  sharing  of  the  roadways. 

The  most  recently  adopted  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan,  dated  September  2004,  is  incorporated 
into  the  General  Plan  by  reference  herein.  Wlien  determining  General  Plan  conformity,  public  and 
private  decisions  must  refer  to  the  Bicycle  Plan  in  addition  to  other  policies  of  the  Elements  and  Area 
Plans  of  the  General  Plan. 
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OBJECTIVE  27:  ENSURE  THAT  BICYCLES  CAN  BE  USED  SAFELY  AND 
CONVENIENTLY  AS  A  PRIMARY  MEANS  OF  TRANSPORTATION.  AS  WELL  AS  FOR 
RECREATIONAL  PURPOSES. 

Refer  to  the  most  recently  adopted  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan,  dated  September  2004.  as  a 
gidde  for  doing  achieving  this. 

POLICY  27.1:  Expand  and  improve  access  for  bicycles  on  city  streets  and  develop  a 
well-nnarked,  comprehensive  system  of  bike  routes  in  San  Francisco. 

It  is  essential  that  the  city  have  a  Bicycle  Route  Network  which  provide  safe  and 
reliable  through  travel  to  all  areas  of  the  city.  The  Bicycle  Route  Network  will  necessarily  be 
mostly  on  city  streets,  will  provide  space  for  the  bicyclist,  and  may  or  may  not  have  bicycle 
lanes  or  other  markings  that  separate  the  bicyclist's  space  from  the  automobile  driver's  space. 
Bicycle  routes  should  be  clearly  identified,  with  signage,  for  motorists,  bicyclists,  and 
pedestriansr-tgff^.  They  should  conform  to  the  move  rigorous  standards  of  the  most  recent 
California  Highway  Design  Manual  and  the  American  Association  of  State  Highway  and 
Transportation  Ofi'icials  (AASHTO)  in  its  'Guide  for  Development  of  Bicycle  Facilities,"  which 
has  been  adopted  by  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  as  its  design  standard,  whichever  is  more 
rigorous.  Use  of  these  guides  will  provide  maximum  opportunity  to  qualify  for  state  and 
federal  funding  and  will  assist  in  avoiding  city  liability  based  upon  design.  Advisory  and 
permissive  guidelines  should  be  observed  whenever  possible. 

The  Bicycle  Route  Network  should  provide  efficient  access  from  all  neighborhoods  to 
the  many  popular  business,  cultural,  entertainment,  and  educational  destinations  in  the  city, 
and  between  those  destinations.  Special  attention  should  be  paid  to  commuters  to  the 
downtown  areas,  and  connections  to  the  regional  bicycle  network,  and  the  identification  of 
recommended  routes  to  school  for  students.  Nevertheless,  bicycle  access  must  be  provided,  and 
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enhanced  if  necessary,  whether  or  not  the  streets  are  designated  as  'bicycle  routes,'  to  enable 
all  residents  and  visitors  to  use  bicycles  as  a  viable  means  of  transportation. 

Where  possible,  opportunities  should  be  taken  to  develop  bicycle-priority  corridors, 
such  as  veloways  (bicycle-only  facilities),  bicycle  boulevards  and  any  other  innovative 
solutions  to  improve  bicycle  transportation  space  within  the  city. 

POLICY  27.2:  Develop  a  rational  classification  system  of  bicycle  preferential  streets. 

The  bicycle  preferential  streets  system  should  consider  the  multi-modal  functions  of  the 
street,  the  topography,  and  the  existing  and  potential  volume  of  bicycle  traffic  on  the  street. 
Streets  and  pathways  in  the  bike  route  system  that  are  relatively  level,  do  not  have  conflicts 
with  high  volumes  of  pedestrian  traffic,  and  do  not  have  the  primary  functions  of  freight  routes, 
major  arterials  and  primary  transit  streets  should  be  designed  and  treated  to  prioritize  the 
movement  of  bicycles.  Other  streets  and  paths  on  the  bike  route  system  should  be  designed 
and  treated  to  balance  the  other  modes  of  transportation  with  the  movement  of  bicycles. 

As  with  transit  preferential  streets,  seneral  traffic  should  he  routed  away  from  the  bicycle 
preferential  streets  system  wherever  possible,  except  when  they  are  arterial  streets.  Note  that  some 
bicycle  preferential  streets  may  have  to  be  primary  or  secondary  arterials  or  transit  preferential 
streets,  if  feasible  alternatives  do  not  exist.  In  seneral,  bicycle  preferential  streets  should  include 
design  treatments  that  encourage  all  segments  of  the  bicycle  population,  not  only  experienced  cyclists. 

POLICY  27.3:  Remove  conflicts  Eliminate  hazards  to  bicyclists  on  all  city  streets. 

City  departments  should  give  particular  attention  to  eliminating  conflicts  hazards  on  tjve 
Bb'\cyc\e  Route  Network  routes.  Conflicts  Hazards  which  may  be  inconsequential  to  automobiles 
can  be  disruptive,  disabling,  or  even  life  threatening  to  bicyclists,  and  are  often  contrihutins 
factors  in  collisions  involving  bicyclists  the  cause  of  many  cyclist  accidents.  Design  elements  hazards 
such  as  sewer  grates  parallel  to  travel,  unpaved  or  poorly  paved  shoulders,  rough  and/or 
obsolete  railroad  tracks  (especially  those  crossins  cyclists '  path  at  a  diagonal),  and  conventional 
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speed  bumps  all  pose  conflicts  dangerous  conditions  for  cyclists  and  should  be  removed 
eliminated,  intermittent  disruptions  hazards  such  as  uneven  bad  road  surfaces,  cracks  and  pot 
holes,  and  refuse  such  as  broken  glass  should  be  removed  climinatcd-prompWy.  The  city  should 
give  increased  attention  to  maintenance  and  more  frequent  cleaning  to  Bicycle  Route  Seiwork 
bicycle  route  streets  because  of  the  increased  needs  of  cyclists  for  a  debris-free  hasurd  free 
road  surface.  Bicycle  routes  should  be  well  lit.  Although  priority  shall  be  given  to  bicycle  routes, 
conflicts  to  cyclist  should  be  removed  on  all  city  streets. 

POLICY  27.6:  Accommodate  bicycles  on  local  and  regional  transit  facilities  and 
important  regional  transportation  links  wherever  and  whenever  feasible. 

The  ability  to  integrate  bicycle  use  and  regional  transportation  systems  is  essential  to 
maximizing  the  bicycle's  transportation  utility.  The  Bay  Area  is  fortunate  to  have  a  number  of 
quality  public  transportation  services.  The  expansion  of  bicycle  access  on  each  of  these 
systems  increases  the  bicycle's  range  and  usefulness  and  further  decreases  the  number  of 
auto  trips  made  in  the  Bay  Area. 

Every  effort  must  be  made  to  maximize  bicycle  access  on  BART,  CalTrain.  all  fern/ 
systems,  and  on  AC  Transit,  SamTrans  and  Golden  Gate  Transit  buses  and  on  selected 
Municipal  Railway  routes.  Further,  CalTrans  shuttle  service  across  the  Bay  Bhdge  should  be 
expanded  so  it  is  available  at  all  hours.  Twenty-four  hour  access  to  all  Bay  Area  bhdges  is 
essential  to  maintain  these  vital  links  within  the  bicycle  transportation  system. 

Many  commuters  to  San  Francisco  work  outside  of  downtown  and  drive  alone,  contributing  to 
peak  hour  congestion.  If  regional  transit  expanded  peak-hour  bicycle  capacity  and  reduced  peak  hour 
bicycle  time  restrictions,  these  commuters  could  bicycle  to  and  from  transit  at  one  or  both  end  of  their 
transit  trip  -  an  attractive  choice  to  driving  alone.  This  would  also  reduce  parking  demand  at  BART 
stations  and  park-and-ride  lots. 

Add  a  new  policy  27.1 1  as  follows: 
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POLICY  27.11  Where  throush  motor  vehicle  access  is  prohibited,  (hroush  bicycle  access 
should  be  permitted,  either  by  physical  design  or  by  signage. 
Add  a  new  policy  27.12  as  follows: 

POLICY  27. 12:  Ensure  completion  of  the  Bay  Trail  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Bay  Trail  is  a  planned  500-mile  hikins  and  bicycling  trail  that  will  form  a  continuous  loop 
around  San  Francisco  Bay  and  San  Pablo  Bay,  linkins  the  shorelines  of  nine  counties  and  47  cities. 
The  trad  functions  as  a  regional  recreational  and  commute  route  alons  the  edse  of  the  bay  and  across 
seven  toll  bridges.  Over  250  miles  are  complete,  but  there  are  numerous  gaps  to  fill. 

The  Bay  Trail  alignment  in  San  Francisco  is  part  of  the  city  bicycle  network  extending  20  miles 
along  the  length  of  the  city  shoreline  from  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  to  Candlestick  Point  State 
Recreation  Area.  Approximately  12  miles  are  complete.  Improving  the  remaining  segments  will  ensure 
designated  bicycle  access  along  the  shoreline  of  the  city  linking  the  city  bicycle  network  to  adjacent 
counties  and  the  regional  trail  system. 

POLICY  28.1 :  Provide  secure  bicycle  parking  in  new  governmental,  commercial,  and 
residential  developments. 

Bicycle  parking  should  be  provided  in  all  new  public  and  private  buildings.  The  Planning 
Code  establishes  a  requirement  for  bicycle  parking  facilities  based  upon  the  number- of  automobile 
parking  facilities  in  new  dc\>elopmcnts .  Additional  facilities,  such  as  showers  and  storage  lockers, 
should  be  provided  as  well.  The  requirement  should  reflect  demand  in  areas  of  high  potential  bicycle 
use  such  as  shopping  facilities,  recreational  facilities,  cducationall-ocations  and  employment  sites. 
These  requirements  should  also  be  maintained  even  when  developers  receive  variances  from  existing 
parking  requirements.  These  requirements  should  also  be  applied  to  applications  for  modifications  of 
existing  facilities,  as  well  as  to  new  construction.  Review,  update,  and  consolidate  the  Planning  Code 
criteria  for  bicycle  parking  in  garages  and  new  or  remodeled  government  and  commercial  buildings. 
The  Planning  Code  should  be  reviewed  to  reconcile  contradictions,  and  amended  to  forge  a  more 
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comprehensive  approach  to  bicycle  commuting  facilities.  This  approach  should  include  such  elements 

as  expanded  shower  access  and  improved  commercial  district  bicycle  parking  unbundled  from 
automobile  parking  space  requirements.  The  Planning  Code  should  require  a  greater  residential 
bicycle  parkins  requirement,  structured  as  a  ratio  of  dwellins  units  rather  than  as  a  ratio  of  auto 
parkins  spaces. 

POLICY  28.3:  Provide  parking  facilities  which  are  safe,  secure,  and  convenient 

Bicycle  parking  facilities  must  provide  reliable  security,  adequate  bicycle  support, 
safety,  and  must  be  conveniently  located;^  Bicycle  parking  facilities  are  preferably  locaicd 
where  bicycles  are  sheltered  from  the  weather  and  visible  to  attendants  and  secunty  guards, 
accessible  (such  as  by  key  or  code)  only  to  those  who  have  parked  bicycles,  or  located  entirely  inside 
non-sarase  parts  of  the  huildins.  If  these  resources  are  present,  bicyclists  will  use  such  bicycle 
parking  in  increasing  numbers. 

Proper  bicycle  parking  design  is  critical  to  its  usefulness  and  effectiveness.  Bicycle 
parking  must  be  of  a  design  to  support  the  bicycle  without  damage  and  permit  at  least  the 
frame  and  one  wheel  to  be  locked  with  a  U-lock.  but  provide  reasonable  security  with  any  type  of 
lock.  Bicycle  parking  facilities  should  be  conveniently  located  at  building  entrances,  provide 
sufficient  space  for  access,  and  be  physically  separated  from  automobile  areas.  Bicycle 
parkins  in  publicly-accessible  sarases  should  be  well  sisned  to  notify  the  public  of  the  presence  of  hike 
parkins,  as  well  as  direct  c\'clists  to  the  location  of  the  parkins. 
Add  a  new  policy  28.5  as  follows: 

POLICY  28.5:  Provide  bicycle  parking  at  ma/or  recreational  facilities  and  at  all  larse  sports, 
cultural,  or  other  heavily  attended  events. 

Provide  convenient,  secure,  and  inexpensive  bicycle  parking  at  major  recreational  facilities  and 
large  sports,  cultural,  or  other  heavily  attended  events  to  encourase  bicycle  use  and  further  decrease 
automobile  use.  In  order  for  cyclists  to  consider  using  bic\'cle  transportation  to  go  to  and  from  these 
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facilities  and  events,  sa  fe  and  secure  bicycle  parkins:  must  he  provided.  Such  parkins  should  be  ample 
and  should  be  of  a  hish  security  type.  Free  valet  bicycle  parkins,  such  as  provided  at  the  baseball 
stadmni,  has  proved  ver\>  success  ful.  Promotional  materials  for  these  events  and  facilities  should 
hishlisht  the  provision  of  secure  bicycle  parking,  especially  if  valet  bicycle  parking  is  provided. 
OBJECTIVE  29: 

CITY  GOVERNMENT  SHOULD  PLAY  A  LEADERSHIP  ROLE  IN  INCREASING 
BICYCLE  USE. 

City  government  should  play  a  leadership  role  in  enabling  more  people  to  use  the 
bicycle  as  their  pnmary  means  of  transportation.  Accordins  to  the  most  recently  adopted  San 
Francisco  Bicycle  Plan,  dated  September,  2004,  which  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference,  the  ^?fe-city 
should  provide  the  facilities,  programs  and  regulatory  structure  to  enable  such  use,  and 
should  encourage  the  use  of  bicycles  for  work  trips  as  an  alternative  to  city  cars. 

POLICY  29.1 :  Consider  the  needs  of  bicycling  and  the  improvement  of  bicycle 
accommodations  in  all  city  decisions  and  improve  accommodation  as  much  as  possible. 

Genuine  recognition  and  active  accommodation  of  bicyclists'  needs  by  all  city 
departments  in  decisions  related  to  transportation  and  land  use  is  essential  to  the 
development  of  a  significant  bicycle  transportation  presence  in  San  Francisco.  Bicycle 
planning  should  he  integrated  into  all  short-range  and  long-range  planning  in  all  relevant  City 
departments.  Coordination  between  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic 's  Bicycle  Prosram,  other 
City  department,  and  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  should  be  improved.  A  working  sroup  should  be 
created  with  representatives  from  relevant  City  departtnents,  and  shotdd  meet  on  a  quarterly  basis  to 
discuss  departmental  and  asency  issues  relevant  to  bicycle  planning.  Often,  minor  and  inexpensive 
adjustments  at  a  project's  design  phase  can  provide  considerable  benefits  to  bicyclists. 
Furthermore,  inclusion  of  accommodations  for  cyclists  when  a  project  is  designed  can  avoid 
expensive  retrofitting  later. 
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CITYWIDE  PARKING 

POLICY  30.4:  Restrict  long  term  automobile  parking  at  rapid  transit  stations  in  the  city 
in  favor  of  development  of  effective  feeder  transit  senyice  and  enhanced  access  for  pedestrians 
and  bicyclists. 

Many  of  the  rapid  transit  stations  in  San  Francisco  are  located  in  densely  developed 
downtown  areas  or  in  residential  or  shopping  areas  where  additional  automobile  impacts  are 
undesirable.  These  stations  are  located  in  such  a  manner  that  they  may  generally  be  reached 
by  San  Francisco  residents  either  by  connecting  transit  ^/f,  by  walking,  or  hv  hicvchnn.  The 
commuter  use  of  the  automobile  to  park  at  a  rapid  transit  station  in  San  Francisco  should  be 
discouraged.  While  it  is  desirable  to  provide  bicycle  storage  and  parking  facilities  at  rapid 
transit  stations,  long-term  automobile  parking  facilities  are  undesirable  because  such  facilities 
would  attract  automobile  traffic  and  otherwise  be  disruptive  to  the  neighborhoods  where  they 
would  be  located. 

POLICY  34.2:  Use  existing  street  space  to  increase  residential  parking  where  off- 
street  facilities  are  inadequate. 

Local  streets  are  of  such  width  in  many  areas  that  improved  parking  conditions  can  be 
obtained  by  shifting  from  parallel  to  diagonal  or  perpendicular  parking  without  a  major 
investment.  Care  must  be  taken,  however,  to  avoid  conflicts  with  transit  operations  and  safe 
bicycle  movement  (conslderms  both  adcgualc  lane  width  and  potential  con  flicts  with  vehicles 
backing  out  of  parkins  spaces),  and  to  ensure  that  the  street  is  more  than  a  parking  lot.  Proper 
landscaping  is  required  to  prevent  lights  from  shining  into  dwellings  at  night  and  breaks  m 
rows  of  cars  should  be  provided  to  avoid  the  monotony  and  unsightliness  of  unending  rov/s  of 
vehicles.  Back-in  diagonal  or  perpendicular  parkin's^  should  be  considered  as  an  option  to  reduce 
bicycle-motor  vehicle  conflicts. 
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POLICY  34.5:  Minimize  the  construction  of  new  curb  cuts  in  areas  where  on-street 
parking  is  in  short  supply  and  locate  them  in  a  manner  such  that  they  retain  or  minimally 
diminish  the  number  of  existing  on-street  parking  spaces. 

It  is  desirable  to  maintain  a  balance  in  the  supply  of  adequate  on-  and  off-street 
parking.  The  creation  of  curb  cuts  to  increase  the  supply  of  off-street  parking  often  deprives 
the  neighborhood  of  a  community  on-street  parking  space  in  exchange  for  a  private  one.  New 
buildings  may  be  designed  so  that  entrances  to  off-street  parking  are  pooled  or  configured  to 
minimize  curb  cuts  and  preserve  the  supply  of  on-street  parking.  An  increased  number  of  curb 
cuts  also  increases  the  number  of  potential  conflicts  between  motor  vehicles  and  bicycles. 

URBAN  GOODS  MOVEMENT 

POLICY  40.2:  Discourage  access  to  off-street  freight  loading  and  service  vehicle 
facilities  from  transit  preferential  streets,  ^pedestrian-oriented  streets  and  alleys,  or  on  the 
Bicycle  Route  Network  by  providing  alternative  access  routes  to  facilities. 

POLICY  40.3:  Off-street  loading  facilities  and  spaces  in  the  downtown  area  should  be 
enclosed  and  accessible  by  private  driveways  designed  to  minimize  conflicts  with  pedestrian, 
transit,  bicycle,  and  automobile  traffic. 

Section  6.  The  objective,  policies,  and  map  of  the  Downtown  Plan  of  the  San 
Francisco  General  Plan  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows 

DOWNTOWN  PLAN 

BICYCLES 

OBJECTIVE  1 9:  PROVIDE  FOR  SAFE  AND  CONVENIENT  BICYCLE  USE  AS  A 
MEANS  OF  TRANSPORTATION. 

The  bicycle  is  becoming  more  acceptable  as  an  alternative  to  the  automobile  for  work  and 
shopping  purposes.  The  number  of people  that  choose  the  bicycle  instead  of  the  automobile  as  their 
main  mode  of  transportations  is  steadily  risinz  As  streets  become  more  congested  and  more

accommodations  are  made  for  bicyclists,  mme-manv  people  are  finding  that  they  can  nnove  atXDut 
the  city  more  quickly,  enjoyably  and  economically  on  bicycles. 

POLICY  19.1 :  Include  facilities  for  bicycle  users  in  governmental,  commercial,  and 
residential  developments. 

Provision  should  he  made  for  bicycle  parking  in  conjunction  wUh  tiutotnobilc  purki»^  tn 
existing  and  new  parking  lots  and  garages.  Secure  and  conveniently  located  bivych  pat-king  should 
also  be  provided  in  ma  jor  new  construction.  Secure  and  conveniently  located  bicycle  parking  should  he 
provided  in  newly  constructed  developments,  regardless  of  the  provision  of  auto  parking.  Provision 
should  also  be  made  for  bicycle  parking  in  conjunction  with  automobile  parking  in  existing  and  new 
parking  lots  and  garages. 

POLICY  19.2:  Accommodate  bicycles  on  regional  transit  facilities  and  important 
regional  transportation  links. 

There  should  be  more  opportunity  for  cyclists  to  commute  to  San  Francisco  with  their 
bikes  by  using  regional  transit  modes  such  as  BART,  Caltrain.  the  ferry  system.  Golden  Gate 
Transit.  AC  Transit.  SamTrans.  and  the  Caltrans  Bay  Bridge  bicycle  shuttle  and  trams.  All  Certain 
commute  buses  should  ahe  provide  carrying  racks  for  bicycles.  Funding  should  also  be  sought 
to  retrofit  the  west  span  of  the  Bay  Bridge  to  include  a  hicvcle,  pedestrian,  and  maintenance  path  that 
will  link  Oakland.  Treasure  Island,  and  San  Francisco. 

Map  6:  Transportation  System,  should  be  amended  to  reflect  changes  in  the  bicycle 
network. 

Section  7.  In  furtherance  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  takes  the 
following  additional  actions; 

(a)  The  Board  hereby  adopts  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan:  Policy  Framework  and 
urges  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  and  other  affected  City  departments  to  undertake 
all  actions  necessary  implement  this  component  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan. 
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(b)  The  Board  hereby  directs  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  in  consultation  with  the  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency,  to  forward  a  copy  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  Metropolitan  Transportation 
Commission  in  conjunction  with  its  review  and  approval  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan. 

(c)  The  Board  hereby  directs  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  in  consultation  with  the  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency,  to  forward  a  copy  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  California  Department  of 
Transportation  Bicycle  Facilities  Unit  in  conjunction  with  its  review  and  approval  of  the  San 
Francisco  Bicycle  Plan. 

(d)  The  Mayor,  Clerk  of  the  Board,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency,  and  other  City  officials  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  take  any  and  all  actions 
which  they  or  the  City  Attorney  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  effectuate  the 
purpose  and  intent  of  this  Ordinance,  including,  without  limitation,  applying  for  grants  and 
other  funding  sources  to  receive  monies  for  activities  and  studies  related  to  the  San  Francisco 
Bicycle  Plan:  Policy  Framework:  promoting  and  supporting  congestion  management  plans.

Section  1 .  The  San  Francisco  Traffic  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section

SEC.  202.C.  USE  OF  PARKING  METER  ZONES  BY  CONSTRUCTION  VEHICLES. 
PEST  CONTROL  VEHICLES.  j 

(i)  Upon  written  application,  the  Director  of  Parking  and  Traffic  shall  issue  to  a 
contractor  annual  nontransferable  parking  permits  for  display  upon  motor  vehicles  used  in  the' 
course  of  construction  sen/ice,  pest  control  sen/ice,  and  construction  jobbing  work  within  a 
parking  meter  zone.  Such  permits  shall  be  issued  for  a  period  of  12  consecutive  months  that 
begin,  in  any  calendar  year,  on  June  1  st  or  6  conseauive  months  that  besm.  in  any  calendar  year, 
on  December  I^' .  Such  parking  permits  shall  be  in  a  form  and  have  an  appearance  distinct 
from  those  parking  permits  issued  for  residential  permit  parking  areas.

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No  permit  provided  for  herein  shall  be  issued  unless  the  written  application  includes  the 
number  and  type  of  the  applicant's  State  contractor's  license  or  business  license  if  the 
applicant  provides  pest  control  services,  the  year,  make  and  license  number  of  each  motor 
vehicle  for  which  a  permit  is  requested  and  such  other  information  as  the  Director  of  Parking 
and  Traffic  deems  appropriate  to  carry  out  the  duties  imposed  by  this  Section. 

(ii)  The  term  "motor  vehicle"  as  used  in  this  Section  means  a  truck  or  van  used 
primarily  to  transport  equipment,  personnel  or  materials  necessary  to  the  construction  project 
or  pest  control  service,  bearing  a  commercial  license  plate  registered  to  the  licensed 
contractor  and  upon  which  is  displayed  in  a  permanent  fashion  the  name  of  the  licensed 
contractor  as  set  forth  in  the  Fictitious  Business  Name  Statement  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the 
County  Clerk. 

(iii)  The  Director  of  Parking  and  Traffic  is  authorized  to  issue  no  more  than  eight  such 
parking  permits  per  licensed  contractor,  except  that  (a)  up  to  five  additional  permits  may  be 
issued,  at  the  sole  discretion  of  the  Director  of  Parking  and  Traffic,  to  any  contractor  who  is 
not  eligible  to  apply  for  exclusive  temporary  use  of  parking  meter  zones  under  Section  202.E 
of  this  Code;  and  (b)  one  parking  permit  may  be  issued  to  a  licensed  contractor  who  has  only 
one  vehicle  which  is  a  station  wagon  and  which  meets  all  other  criteria  of  this  Section.

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  maintain  of  use  any  M^ell  fo^  fhe 
purpose  of  drawing  therefrom  water  intended  for  drinking,  industrial  or  irrigation  or  agricultural 
purposes  without  first  obtaining  from  the  Department  of  Public  Health  a  permit  to  do  so;  of  to  use  any 
well  after  notice  from  said  Department  to  close  or  fill  it. 

(h)  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  tmit  any 
well,  the  water  of  which  is  used  for  domestic  purposes,  drinking,  industrial  or  irrigation  or  agricultwel 
purposes,  or  has  become  polluted  or  contaminated,  or  in  anywise  rendered  unsafe  for  domestic  or

ARTICLE  12B:  SOIL  BORING  AND  NON-WELL  REGULA  TIONS 

DIVISION  I-  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 
Sec.  800  Purpose  and  Findings.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  declares  the  following: 

(a)  There  are  seven  (7)  distinct  groundwater  basins  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  identified  the  existing  and  potential  uses  of  some  of 
these  aquifers,  includins  but  not  limited  to  .supply  of  water  for  domestic  purposes  in  San  Francisco,  use 


of  groundwater  for  irrigation  of  City  parks,  landscaping  and  maintaining  natural  wafer  features;  use  of

1 9  jl     groundwater  for  emergency  purposes;  conjunctive  surface  and  groundwater  to  improve  reliability  o  f 


San  Francisco's  water  system;  and  industrial  uses  of  non-potable  groundwater  to  offset  demands  for 
potable  water. 

(b)  Perforations  of  aquifers  beneath  the  City,  .such  as  wells  and  soil  borings,  may  serve  as 
conduits  for  chemicals  to  contaminate  the  groundwater  if  the  wells  and  soil  borinas  are  not  constructed 


properly. 
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(c)  Because  San  Francisco  is  siiiialed  ai  the  end  of  a  penins  ula  surroimdeci  on  three  sides  bv 
salt  water,  and  due  to  the  potential  for  earihquukes  and  other  natural  disasters  to  interrupt  the  supply 
of  imported  water  to  San  Francisco  f?-om  Hetch  Hetchy  and  other  sources,  available  groundwater 
supplies  in  San  Francisco  constitute  an  important  resource  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  People  of 

San  Francisco. 

(d)  The  People  of  San  Francisco  have  a  primary  interest  in  the  location,  construction, 
maintenance,  abandonment  and  destruction  of  wells,  such  as  monitoring,  wells  and  cathodic  protection 
wells,  and  soil  borings  which  activities  directly  affect  the  quality  and  purity  of  groundwater 

(e)  The  purpose  of  this  Article  is  to  protect  the  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of  the  People 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  by  ensuring  that  local  groundwater  resources  desisnated  for 
beneficial  uses  will  not  be  polluted  or  contaminated.  To  these  ends,  this  Article  sets  forth  minimum 
requirements  for  (T)  construction,  modification  and  destruction  of  wells  and  other  perforations  of  the 
water  table,  and  (2)  operation  of  such  wells. 

(J)  Unmanaged  use  of  groundwater  in  San  Francisco  creates  a  risk  of  harm  to  a  common 
resource  shared  by  all  San  Franciscans  as  part  of  the  City's  historic  Pueblo  water  right  to  all  water, 
surface  and  underground,  within  the  historic  Pueblo  of  San  Francisco.  Potential  risks  include,  but  are 
not  limited  to.  land  subsidence,  contamination  of  aquiferfs)  through  improper  well  construction  and 
closure:  seawater  intrusion  into  coastal  aquifers  as  a  result  of  pumping  in  excess  of  the  aquifer's  safe 
yield;  and  adverse  environmental  impacts  on  San  Francisco 's  few  remaining  natural  streams  and 
lakes. 

(g)  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  make  beneficial  use  of 
groundwater  where  economically  and  environmentally  feasible,  and  to  prevent  the  use  of  groundwater 
when  necessary  to  protect  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  People  of  the  City  and  County. 
Sec.  80 J.  DEFINITIONS.  Except  as  otherwise  specified  in  this  Article,  whenever  used  in  this  Article. 

the  following  tertns  shall  have  the  meanings  set  forth  below: 
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(a)  "Abandoned  Well,  "  means  a  well  that  has  not  been  used  for  one  year  or  more,  unless  the 
owner  demonstrates  an  intention  to  use  the  well  again.  "Abandoned  well"  shall  not  include  standby 
emergency  potable  water  wells  constructed  and  maintained  by  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Article.  Evidence  of  intention  for  future  use 
shall  include  all  of  the  following: 

(1)  The  well  does  not  impair  the  quality  of  water  within  the  well  and  the  groundwater 
encountered  by  the  well. 

(2)  The  top  of  the  well  or  well  casing  shall  be  provided  Mnth  a  cover,  that  is  secured  by  a  lock. 
or  by  other  means  to  prevent  its  removal  M'ithout  the  use  of  equipment  or  tools,  to  prevent 
unauthorized  access,  to  prevent  a  safely  hazard  to  humans  and  animals,  and  to  prevent 
illegal  disposal  of  wastes  in  the  well.  The  cover  shall  be  watertight  where  the  top  of  the 
well  casing  or  other  surface  openings  to  the  well  are  below  ground  level,  such  as  in  a 
vault  or  below  known  levels  offloading.  The  cover  shall  he  watertight  if  the  well  is 
inactive  for  more  than  five  consecutive  years. 

(3)  The  well  shall  he  marked  so  as  to  be  easily  visible  and  located,  and  labeled  so  as  to  be 
easily  identified  as  a  well. 

(4)  The  area  surrounding  the  well  shall  be  kept  clear  of  brush,  debris,  and  waste  materials. 

(5)  The  owner  has  a  valid  permit  for  the  well. 

(b)  "Annular  Seal "  shall  mean  the  material  placed  in  the  space  between  the  well  casing  and  the 
wall  of  the  drilled  hole  (the  annular  space),  in  accordance  to  the  requirements  of  this  Article. 

(c)  "Beneficial  Uses  "  shall  mean  the  use  of  groundwater  for  domestic,  municipal,  agricultural, 
industrial  aesthetic,  habitat,  recreational  and  environmental  purposes. 

(d)  "Cathodic  Protection  Well"  shall  mean  any  well  in  excess  of  fifVs>  (50)  feet  constructed  by 
any  method  for  the  purpose  of  installing  equipment  or  facilities  for  the  electrical  protection  of  metallic 
equipment  in  contact  with  ground,  commonly  referred  to  as  cathodic  protection. 
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(e)  "CEOA  "  shall  mean  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act.  Division  J 3  of  ihe 

California  Public  Resources  Code,  commencing  at  Suction  21000. 

(j)    "City"  shall  mean  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

(g)  "Commission"  shall  mean  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission  established  in  accordance 
with  Section  4.1 10  of  the  San  Francisco  Charier 

(h)  "Contamination  "  shall  mean  an  impairment  of  the  quality  of  the  srounctn'ater  hv  waste  to  a 
deeree  that  creates  a  hazard  to  the  public  health  through  poisoning  or  through  the  spread  of  disease. 

(i)  "Department "  shall  mean  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health.  j 
(j)  "Dewaterino:  Well"  shall  mean  a  w  ell  used  or  the  purpose  of  dewaierin^  excavation  during  ' 

construction  or  stabilizing  hillside  or  earth  embankments. 

(k)  "Director  "  shall  mean  the  Director  of  the  Department  or  his  or  her  designee. 

(I)  "Inactive  well"  shall  mean  a  well  not  routinely  operated  but  capable  ofbeins  made  an 
operating  well  with  a  minimum  of  effort. 

(m)  "Modification  "  shall  mean  any  work  done  on  an  existing  well  to  restore  or  modify  its 
function,  replace  any  casing,  seal  off  certain  strata  or  surface  water,  or  similar  work  Modification 
shall  not  include  the  activities  that  do  not  violate  the  integrity  of  the  annular  space  or  the  well  casing  or 
that  does  not  have  the  potential  of  causing  groundwater  contamination  to  migrate  or  disperse. 

(n)  "Monitoring  Well"  shall  mean  a  well  constructed  for  the  purpose  of  observing,  monitoring, 
or  supplying  informaiion  regarding  the  quality  of  groundwater,  or  the  concentration  of  contaminants  in 
groundwater. 

(o)  "Operator  "  shall  mean  any  person  who  has  daily  responsibility  for  and  daily  operational 

control  over  a  well  or  soil  boring. 

(p)  "Owner"  shall  mean  any  person  who  owns  a  property  with  a  well  or  soil  bonne,  thereon 
(q)  "Person  "  shall  mean  any  natural  person,  trust,  firm,  joint  stock  association,  corporation 

including  a  government  corporation,  partnership,  association,  cit^  .  county,  cit\-  and  countw  district,  the 
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State,  any  agency,  department,  office,  board,  commission,  or  bureau  of  Slate  government,  including  but 
not  limited  to,  the  campuses  of  the  California  Community  Colleges,  the  California  State  University,  and 
the  University  of  California,  and  the  United  States,  to  the  extent  authorized  by  law.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  Article,  "person  "  shall  include  any  department.  Board  or  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco. 

(r)  "Pollution  "  shall  mean  an  alteration  of  the  quality  of  the  groundwater  by  waste  to  a  degree 
that  unreasonably  affects  the  beneficial  uses  of  the  sfoundwater. 

(s)  "San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  "  shall  mean  the  commission  and  the  department 
established  in  accordance  with  Section  4.105  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  or  any  successor  asency, 
department  or  commission  desisnaled  by  the  City  as  the  lead  agency  for  complying  with  the  CEQA 
requirements. 

(t)  "SFPUC"  shall  mean  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  as  established  in 
accordance  with  Sections  4.1 12  and  8B.I2I  o  f  ihe  San  Francisco  Charter  and  its  associated 
departments. 

(u)  "Soil  Boring"  shall  mean  an  uncased  artificial  excavation  constructed  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  information  on  subsurface  conditions  to  determine  the  nature  of  subsurface  earth  materials, 
the  presence  or  extent  of  contamination  in  subsurface  soil  or  groundwater  and/or  seismic  information. 
Soil  Sarins  shall  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  environmental  and  geotechnical  borings  and  test  holes. 

(v)  "Soil  Vapor  Extraction  Well "  shall  mean  any  well  used  for  on-site  remediation  to  reduce 
the  concentration  of  volatile  constituents  in  petroleum  products  absorbed  or  adsorbed  to  soils  in  the 
unsaturated  (vadose)  zone. 

(w)  "Waste  "  shall  mean  sewage  and  other  substances,  liquid,  solid,  gaseous,  or  radioactive, 
associated  with  human  habitation,  or  of  human  or  animal  origin,  or  from  any  producing, 
manufacturing,  or  process  operation,  including  waste  placed  within  containers  of  whatever  nature 
prior  to.  and  for  the  purposes  of  disposal. 
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(x)  "Water  well"  shall  mean  any  ariificicil  excavuiion  constructed  by  any  mtthodfur  the 
purpose  of  extracting  groundwater  for  beneficial  uses.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Article,  (he  lerm 
"water  well"  shall  not  include:  (1)  oil  and sas-  wells,  or  geothermal  wells  constructed  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  California  Department  of  Conservation,  except  those  wells  convened  for  use  as  a 
water  well:  or  (2)  potholes,  (Iraina^e  trenches  or  canals,  waste  water  ponds,  shallow  root  zone 
piezometers,  stock  ponds,  or  siniilar  excavations. 

(y)  "Well"  shall  include,  hut  is  not  limited  to,  wells  installed  for  the  purposes  of  extracting 
groundwater  for  beneficial  uses,  cathodic  protection,  dewaiering,  monitoring  purposes  and  soil  vapor 
extraction. 

Sec.  802.  CONTAMINA TION  OF  GROUNDWA  TER  PROHIBITED.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  construct,  modify,  operate  or  maintain  a  well  or  soil  boring  which  presents  a  substantial  risk 
of  groundwater  contamination  due  to  the  current  or  past  presence  of  pollution  from  any  sinirce.  even  if 
the  well  or  soil  boring  may  he  properly  constructed,  operated  or  maintained,  except  in  the  case  of: 

(a)  Monitoring  wells  used  for  the  purposes  of  observing  or  monitoring  groundwater  conditions. 

(h)  Extraction  wells  used  for  the  purpose  of  extracting  and  treating  water  or  soil  from  a 
contaminated  aquifer. 

DIVISION II  -  WELL  AND  SOIL  BORING  CO.\STRi  CTIO.\,  MODU  K  A  TJO.S,  orERA  I  IO  \ 

AND  MAINTENANCE 
Sec.  803.  PERMIT  REQUIRED.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  no  person  shall  construct, 
modify,  operate  or  maintain  a  well,  whether  active  or  inactive,  or  soil  boring  without  a  permit  issued  in 

accordance  to  this  Article. 

Sec.  804.  APPLICATION.  Any  person  proposing  to  construct,  modify',  operate  and/or  maintain  a  well 
or  soil  boring  shall  file  with  the  Department  a  completed  written  application  on  forms  approved  by  the 
Department  and  submit  the  appropriate  application  fees  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  proposed 

commencement  of  such  activities.  For  well  permits  in  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Parcel  A.  such  permit 
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application  shall  not  be  deemed  complete  until  the  department  receives  written  notification  from  the 
Director  that  the  applicant  has  complied  with  all  provisions  of  Article  31  that  are  required  to  be  met 
prior  to  permit  issuance.  The  completed  application  shall  include,  without  limitation,  all  of  the 
followim^,  when  applicable: 

(a)  The  name  and  address  of  the  owner  of  the  properly  on  which  the  well  or  soil  boring  is 

located. 

(b)  The  name  and  address  of  the  operator  of  the  well  or  soil  borinz  if  different  from  the  owner. 

(c)  The  name  and  state  license  number  of  the  general  contractor,  if  applicable,  and  the  C-57 
license  number  of  the  person  responsible  for  the  construction  or  modification  of  the  well  or  soil  boring. 

(d)  The  address  at  which  notices  issued  in  accordcmce  to  this  Article  are  to  be  served,  if 
different  from  those  specified  in  Subsections  (a)  and  (b). 

(e)  A  plot  plan  showing  the  proposed  or  actual  location  of  the  well  or  the  soil  borins  that  is 
being  constructed,  modified,  operated  or  maintained  with  respect  to  the  following  items  within  a  radius 
of  five  hundred  feet  (500')  from,  the  well  or  soil  boring: 

(1)  Property  lines,  including  ownership; 

(2)  Sewage  or  waste  disposal  system,  including  reserved  waste  disposal  expansion 
areas,  or  works  for  conveying  sewage  waste; 

(3)  The  approximate  drainage  pattern  of  the  property; 

(4)  Other  wells,  including  abandoned  wells; 

(5)  Access  road  to  the  well  site; 

(6)  Any  structures;  and 

(7)  Any  above^round  or  below  ground  utilities. 

(f)  Location  of  the  property  with  a  vicinity  map  including  the  les.al  description  of  the  property 
and  the  assessor's  parcel,  block  and  lot  numbers. 

(g)  The  proposed  use  and  the  operatin^r  parameters  of  the  well  or  soil  boring  if  applicable. 
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(hj  The  expected  operational  lifetime  of  the  well  or  soil  borine.  if  applicable.  I 
(i)  Location  and  classification  by  visual  inspection  of  any  solid,  liquid,  or  hazardous  waste 

disposal  sites  within  five  hundred  feet  (500')  of  the  proposed  well  or  soil  boring 

(j)  Method  of  and  a  proposed  schedule  for  the  construction  or  modification  of  the  well  or  soil 

boring. 

fkj  The  construction  parameters  of  (he  well  or  soil  boring  including,  without  limitations,  the 
following  information,  if  applicable: 

(1)  Total  depth  of  the  proposed  well  or  soil  boring; 

(2)  Depth  and  the  type  of  casing  to  be  used  for  the  proposed  well: 

(3)  Depth  and  the  t\'pe  of  the  perforation:  and 

(4)  Proposed  depth  and  type  of  annular  seal. 

(I)  A  plan  for  the  safe  and  appropriate  handling  and  disposal  of  drilling  fluids  and  other 
drilling  materials  resulting  from  the  proposed  work. 

(m)  An  approval  from  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  if  drilling  fluids  or  water 
extracted  from  the  well  or  soil  boring  will  be  discharged  into  the  sanitary  sewer. 

(n)  Submission  of  completion  bonds,  contractor's  bonds,  cash  deposits,  or  other  adequate 
security  of  at  least  SIO,  000  to  insure  that  all  projects  are  performed  completely  and  properly  in  a 
manner  which  protects  the  public  health  and  safety  and  the  inte.i^rity  of  the  groundwater  resources  The 
Director  may,  in  his  or  her  discretion,  increase  the  amount  of  the  bond,  cash  deposit  or  security 
deemed  necessary  to  protect  the  public  health  and  safety  and  the  integrity  of  the  groundwater 
resources. 

(o)  Submission  of  the  appropriate  filing  fees  as  provided  for  in  this  Article. 
(p)  Any  other  information  deemed  necessary  by  the  Department  to  ensure  adequaiL  :viiii\  iion 
of  groundwater  resources. 
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Sec.  805.  ADDITIONAL  SUBMISSION  FOR  APPLICATION  FOR  WATER  WELLS.  In  addition 


to  the  information  specified  in  Section  804  of  this  Article,  an  applicant  for  a  M>aier  well  permit  shall 
submit  information  on  the  proposed  operating  parameters  of  the  water  well,  including  the  maximum 
and  average  rate  of  withdrawal  of  groundwater  proposed  to  meet  the  applicant's  beneficial  uses. 
Upon  receipt  of  an  application  for  a  water  well  permit,  the  Department  shall  refer  the  application  to 
the  Department  of  City  Planning  for  an  environmental  determination  under  CEQA  as  required  by 
chapter  51  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code.  Followinfj  completion  of  CEQA  review,  the 
applicant  .shall  be  required  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  SFPUC  authorizing  the  withdrawal  of 
groundwater  and  to  comply  with  any  conditions  or  restrictions  on  use  of  the  water  well  imposed  as 
mitigation  measures  by  the  Department  of  City  Planning  or  by  the  SFPUC  for  purposes  of  managing 
groundwater  resources  in  San  Francisco.  Failure  to  reach  agreement  with  the  SFPUC  for  the 
operation  of  a  proposed  water  well  shall  result  in  denial  of  a  water  well  permit  application  by 
Department. 

Sec.  806.  PERMIT  ISSUANCE  AND  MANDATORY  PROVISIONS.  Uvon  satisfactory  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  Sections  804  and  805  of  this  Article,  the  Department  shall  issue  to  the 
applicant  a  permit  for  the  construction,  modification,  maintain  and  operation  of  the  well.  The 
Department  may  include  such  terms  in  the  permit,  as  necessary,  to  ensure  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  Article.  In  addition,  the  permit  shall  be  issued  with  the  following  terms  and 
conditions  whether  explicitly  stated  or  not,  when  applicable: 

(a)  The  construction  or  modification  of  the  well  or  soil  boring  on  the  properly  shall  be  comply 
with  the  .standards  set  forth  in  the  "Water  Well  Standards:  State  of  California,  California  Department 
of  Water  Resources  Bulletin  74,  "  1968,  including  all  subsequent  modifications  and  with  this  Article; 

(b)  The  permittee  shall  complete  any  authorized  work  related  to  the  construction  and 
modification  of  the  well  or  soil  boring  within  six  (6)  months  of  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  permit: 
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(1)  Upon  a  showing  of  good  cause  by  the  applicant,  the  Department  may  p^ant  the 
applicant  a  one-lime  extension  not  to  exceed  six  (6)  months  Applicant  shall  make 
the  request  for  an  extension  in  writing  to  the  Department  at  least  thirty  (30)  days 
prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  construction  authorization  set  forth  in  the  permit. 

(c)  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  construction  authorization  of  the  permit,  no  further  work  shall  be 
performed  unless  and  until  the  applicant  receives  an  extension  or  a  new  authorization 

(d)  The  permittee  shall  post  a  copy  of  the  permit  at  well  or  soil  boring  site  at  all  times. 

(e)  77ie  permittee  shall  use  construction  praci ices  that  would  prevent  the  contamination  or 
pollution  of  groundwater  during  the  construction  or  modification  of  the  well  or  soil  boring: 

(f)  The  permittee  shall  comply  with  the  approved  plan  for  the  safe  and  appropriate  handling, 
lahelinz,  storage  and  disposal  of  drilling  fluids  and  other  drilling  materials  used  in  connection  with  the 
permitted  work; 

(g)  All  construction  or  modification  work  shall  be  performed  by  a  person  who  possesses  a  valid 
C-57  contractor's  license  issued  by  the  California  Slate  Contractor  Licensing  Board  and  is  identified  in 
the  application  submitted  in  accordance  with  Section  804  of  this  Article; 

(h)  All  work  shall  be  performed  in  accordance  with  the  approved  work  schedules  and  methods, 
as  set  forth  in  the  application  submitted  in  accordance  with  Section  804  of  this  Article  If  changes  are 
made  to  the  work  schedule,  applicant  shall  inform  the  Department  in  writing  within  five  (5)  days  after 
such  changes  are  deemed  necessan^: 

(i)  The  permittee  shall  not  operate  the  well  unless  the  Department  has  inspected  the  well  in 
accordance  with  Section  826  of  this  Article  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Article 
or  unless  such  inspections  has  been  waived  by  the  Department; 

(j)  For  a  soil  boring,  the  soil  boring  shall  he  destroyed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
this  Article  within  24  hours  from  the  time  that  the  testing  work  is  completed  and  the  owner  and/or 
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operator  shall  provide  to  the  Department  documentation  showing  such  destruction  wilhin  24  hours  o  f 
the  destruction  of  the  soil  borins:. 

(k)  For  the  construction  or  modification  of  a  well  that  penetrates  more  than  one  groundwater 
aquifer  in  areas  designated  by  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  with  known  groundwater 
qualily  problems,  the  permittee  shall  submit: 

(1)  A  report  prepared  by  a  ^eolofjist  registered  pursuant  to  Business  &  Professions 
Code  <;>  7850  or  a  civil  engineer  that  is  licensed  pursuant  to  Business  &Professions 
Code  ^  6762  that  identifies  all  strata  containing  poor  quality  groundwater  and 
recommends  the  location  and  specification  of  the  seal(s)  needed  to  prevent  the 
entrance  of poor  quality  groundwater  or  its  migration  into  the  other  aquifers;  and 

(2)  Special  annular  seals  to  prevent  mixing  of  groundwater  from  the  severed  aquifers. 
(I)  The  permit  shall  be  renewed  in  accordance  with  Section  808  of  this  Article. 

(m)  The  permittee  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  local,  state  and  federal  laws. 
Sec.  807.  ADDITIONAL  TERMS  FOR  WATER  WELL  PERMITS.  In  addition  to  the  provisions  set 
forth  in  Section  806  of  this  Article,  a  permit  for  a  water  well  shall  be  issued  with  the  following  terms 
and  conditions  whether  explicitly  stated  or  not: 

(a)  The  issuance  of  a  permit  by  the  Department,  shall  not  be  construed  as  vesting  overlying  or 
approprialive  groundwater  rights  on  the  permittee  to  withdraw  water  from  the  water  well.  Any  water 
well  construction  and  operation  authority  granted  by  the  Department  to  the  permittee  shall  be  subject 
to  the  terms  of  the  approval  from  the  SFPUC  to  the  permittee  for  the  extraction  of  groundwater 
required  under  .s-ection  805  of  this  Article. 

(b)  A  record  of  the  operation  of  the  water  well  shall  be  kept  at  the  water  well  site  or  at  another 
location  upon  prior  approval  of  the  Department  for  a  period  of  three  (3)  years  and  shall  be  available 
for  inspection  by  the  Department  or  the  SFPUC  upon  request.  The  record  shall  include,  information  as 
required  by  the  agreement  between  the  permittee  and  SFPUC. 
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(c)  The  permit  shall,  auiomcuicallv  expire  upon  the  terminaiion  of  the  agreement  or  approval  for 
the  withdrawal  of  groundwater  from  the  permitted  well,  unless  {!)  the  withdrawal  of  groundwater  from 
the  permitted  well  was  extended  by  mutual  agreement  between  the  permittee  and  the  SFFUC.  (2)  within 
15  days  before  the  termination  of  the  agreement,  the  permittee  notifies  the  Department  that  the  permit 
will  be  transferred  to  the  SFPUC  at  the  termination  of  the  agreement,  or  C3)  the  permittee  receives  an 
approval  fr-pm  the  Department  allowing  for  the  maintenance  of  an  inactive  well. 

Sec.  808.  TRANSFER  OF  PERMIT.  Except  as  provided  for  in  this  Section,  permits  issued  under  this 

Article  shall  not  be  transferred  lo  another  person,  address  or  physical  location  within  the  same 
address. 

(a)  A  permit  issued  under  this  Article  may  he  transferred  to  another  person,  provided  that,  the 
Department  is  notified  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  change  in  owner  and/or  operator  of  the  well  and 
receives  the  appropriate  fees. 

(b)  A  permit  issued  under  this  Article  may  he  transferred  to  the  SFPUC  upon  the  termination  of 
the  agreement  or  approval  from  the  SFPUC  to  withdraw  groundwater.  Such  transfer  shall  only  occur 
upon  an  agr cement  from  the  SFPUC  to  accept  such  transfer. 

Sec.  809.  GENERAL  WELL  CONSTRUCTION  STANDARDS. 

(a)  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  the  standards  for  construction  and  modification  of  wells  shall 
be  those  as  set  forth  in  the  "Water  Well  Standards:  State  of  California.  California  Department  of  Water 
Resources  Bulletin  74,  "  1968.  including  all  subsequent  modifications. 

(b)  The  construction  of  monitoring  wells  shall  conform  to  the  applicable  California  Department 
of  Water  Resources,  California  Department  of  Toxic  Substance  Control,  the  Regional  Water  Quality 
Control  Board,  and  the  United  Stoles  Environmental  Protection  Agency  standard'^  and  guidelines  for 
the  construction  of  monitoring  wells. 
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(c)  For  the  construction  or  mociificaiion  of  a  well  that  penetrates  more  than  one  groundwater 
aquifer  in  areas  designated  by  the  City  with  known  groundwater  quality  problems,  the  Department  may 
require: 


(1)  A  report  prepared  by  a  geologist  registered  pursuant  to  Business  &  Professions 
Code  ^  7850  or  a  civil  engineer  that  is  licensed  pursuant  to  Business  &Professions 
Code  ^  6762  that  identifies  all  strata  containing  poor  quality  groundwater  and 
recommends  the  location  and  specification  of  the  sealfs)  needed  to  prevent  the 
entrance  of  poor  quality  groundwater  or  its  rnisration  into  the  other  aquifers;  and 

(2)  Special  annular  seals  to  prevent  mixing  of  groundwater  from  the  several  aquifers. 


(d)  Drilling  fluids  and  other  drilling  materials  used  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  wells 
or  soil  borings  shcdl  not  be  allowed  to  discharge  onto  streets  or  into  sanitary  sewer  or  waterways,  or  to 
the  adjacent  property  unless: 


(1)  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission.  Industrial  Waste  Division  gave 
prior  approval  to  the  discharge  of  drilling  fluid  into  the  sanitary  sewer; 

(2)  the  discharge  is  carried  out  in  compliance  with  a  lawful  order  from  the  Regional 
Water  Quality  Control  Board  for  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area;  or 

(3)  the  discharge  onto  adjacent  property  is  in  accordance  with  a  prior  written 
agreement  with  the  owner  (s)  of  the  adjacent  property;  such  fluids  and  materials 
shall  be  cleaned  up  and  removed  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  completion  of  the  well 
drilling;  and  there  is  no  violation  of  waste  discharge  regulations  set  forth  in  Article 
4. 1  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Works  Code. 


Sec.  810.  ADDITIONAL  CONSTRUCTION  STANDARDS  FOR  WATER  WELLS.  In  addition  to 
the  standards  specified  in  Section  809  of  this  Article,  the  construction  or  modification  of  water  wells 
shall  comply  with  the  following: 
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(a)  Water  wells  shall  he  located  an  adequaie  dislance  from  all  potential  sources  of 
contamination  and  pollution.  Such  minimum  distances  shall  he  as  follows: 
(J)  Sewer  -  50  feet. 

(2)  Waterti2ht  septic  tank  -  100  feet 

(3)  Subsurface  sewage  leach  line  or  leach  field  -  100  feet 

(4)  Cesspool  or  seepage  pit  -  150  feet 

(5)  Animal  or  fowl  enclosures  -  100  feel 

(6)  Any  surface  sewage  disposal  system  -  200  feet. 

(h)  Minimum  distances  of  the  water  well  from  sources  of  pollution  or  contamination  may  be 
increased  when  the  Department  determines  that  particularly  adverse  or  special  hazards  exist,  the 
foregoins.  distances  may  be  increased.  Alternatively,  the  Department  ma\>  require  specially  approved 
means  to  protect  the  quality  of  groundwater  extracted  for  beneficial  uses  and  in  the  underlying 
aquLfer(s). 

(c)  A  sounding:  pipe  or  other  access  to  well  casing. 

(d)  A  check  valve  shall  be  provided  on  the  pump  discharge  line  adjacent  to  the  pump. 

(e)  An  unthreaded  spigot  shall  he  provided  on  the  pump  dischar^ie  line  of  any  well  adiaceni  to 
the  pump  and  on  the  upstream  side  of  the  check  valve. 

(f)  A  flow  meter  or  other  suitable  measuring  device  shall  be  located  at  each  water  well  and 
shall  accurately  register  the  quantity  of  water  being  withdrawn  from  the  water  well. 

(g)  An  air-relief  vent,  if  installed,  shall  be  directed  downward,  be  screened,  and  otherwise  be 
protected  from  the  entrance  of  contaminants. 

(h)  All  pump  discharge  pipes  not  discharging  or  open  to  the  atmosphere  shall  he  equipped  with 
an  automatic  device  to  prevent  backflow  and/or  back  siphonage  into  a  water  well.  Specific  hackflow 
prevention  measures  are  required  for  drinking  water  .supply  wells,  as  prescribed  in  Sections  7583-7585 
and  7601-7605  of  Title  17  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations. 
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(i)  After  completion  of  the  construction  or  modification  activUy,  the  water  well  shall  be 
thorounhly  cleaned  of  all  foreisn  substances.  The  well  travel  used  in  packed  wells,  pipes,  pump,  pump 
column,  and  all  well  water  contact  equipment  surface  shall  be  disinfected  by  a  Department-approved 
method.  The  disinfectant  shall  remain  in  the  water  well  and  upon  all  relevant  surfaces  for  at  least 
twenty-four  (24)  hours.  Disinfection  procedures  shall  be  repeated  until  microbiolonicaUy  safe  water 
can  be  produced,  as  set  forth  in  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Title  22,  Domestic  Water  Quality 
Monitorinz  A I  the  discretion  of  the  Department,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  public  health  and  safety, 
any  new  or  modified  water  well  shall  be  tested  for  all  water  quality  standards  as  set  forth  in  Title  22  of 
the  California  Code  of  Regulations. 

Sec.  81 1.  VARIANCES.  The  Director  shall  have  the  discretion  to  srant  variances  from  the 
construction  standards  for  water  wells  set  forth  in  Section  810,  provided  that  the  applicant 
demonstrates  that  strict  interpretation  of  a  standard  would  cause  practical  difficulties  or  unnecessary 
hardship  due  to  special  circumstances  and  that  the  requested  variances  do  not  pose  a  threat  to  the 
public  health  and  the  City 's  groundwater  resources.  A  request  for  a  variance  shall  be  in  writing  and 
submitted  to  the  Department  as  apart  of  the  application  for  a  permit.  No  variance  shall  he  granted 
unless:  (a)  it  has  been  evaluated  by  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  during  its  environmental 
review  process  in  accordance  with  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  and  (b)  the 
Department  finds,  after  an  administrative  hearing  held  in  accordance  M'ith  Section  833  of  this  Article, 
that  the  requested  variance  is  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  this  Article. 
Sec  812.  MODIFICATION  OF  A  WELL  PERMIT. 

(a)  The  Department  may  order  the  modification  of  any  permit  issued  under  this  Division  upon 
(!)  a  written  application  from  the  permittee  or  (2)  a  showing  that  the  operation  may  (A)  violate  any 
provisions  of  this  Article  or  (B)  endanger  the  public  health. 

(b)  If  the  Department  determines  that  a  permit  issued  under  this  Division  is  required  to  he 
modified  in  accordance  with  Clause  (a)(2)  of  this  Section,  the  Department  may  issue  an  order 
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modifyins  the  permit  to  protect  the  public  health  and  sa  fety.  The  Department  shall  be  served  such 
order  on  the  permittee,  either  by  personal  service  or  by  certified  mail  return  receipt  requested,  and 
shall  be  effective  and  final  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  service  of  such  order  unless  appealed  by  the 
permittee.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  service  of  the  order,  ihe  permittee  may  appeal  the 
modification  order  to  the  Director.  The  Director  shall  conduct  an  administrative  hearing  upon  the 
filing  of  an  appeal  by  the  permittee  in  accordance  to  Section  833  of  this  Article, 

(c)  A  permittee  proposing  to  modify  the  operation  of  a  water  well  by  increasing  the  rale  of 
water  withdrawal  shall  be  referred  by  Department  to  the  Department  of  City  Planning  for  LE(M 
review  under  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code.  Following  said  determination,  the 
permittee  shall  submit  to  Department  a  copy  of  the  agreement  with  the  SFPIJC  authorizing  increased 
water  withdrawals: 

(d)  Except  as  provided  for  in  Subsection  (h)  of  this  Section,  prior  to  ordering  an\  requested 
modification,  the  Department  shall  hold  an  administrative  hearing  pursuant  to  Section  S3  3  of  this 
Article. 

Sec.  813.  PERMIT  RENEWAL.  Every  permittee  shall  renew  his  or  her  permit,  at  the  beginning  of 
each  calendar  year,  by  paying  to  the  Tax  Collector  the  annual  permit  fee  set  forth  in  Section  249.13  of 
the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulation  Code.  Upon  the  failure  of  the  permittee  to  pay  such 
fees,  the  permit  shall  be  consider  null  and  void  until  the  permittee  pays  the  fees  and  any  penalties  that 
might  be  assessed  by  the  Director. 

Sec.  814.  SUSPENSION  AND  REVOCA  TION.  The  Department  shall  have  the  authorit\-  to  suspend 
or  revoke  any  permit  issued  under  this  Article  upon  a  showing  that  the  permittee  has  violated  any 
provisions  of  the  permit  or  this  Article,  has  misrepresented  any  material  fact  in  an  application  or  any 
supporting  documents  for  a  permit,  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  final  non-appeal  Director 's  order 
Prior  to  ordering  such  suspension  or  revocation,  the  Department  shall  hold  an  administrative  hearing 
pursuant  to  Section  833  of  this  Article. 
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DIVISION  111-  WELL  INACTIVATION  AND  DESTRUCTION 
Sec.  8] 5.  DISCONTINUATION  OF  WELL  OPERATION.  Not  later  than  fifteen  (15)  davs  before 
discontinuing,  ci  well  operation,  the  owner  or  operator  shall: 

(a)  notify  the  Department  that  the  operation  of  the  well  will  be  terminated;  and 

(b)  take  one  of  the  following  action: 

(!)  apply  for  approval  to  destroy  the  well, 

(2)  notify  the  Department  that  the  permit  for  the  water  well  will  be  transferred  to  the 
SFPUC  upon  the  discontinuation  of  the  water  well  operation,  or 

(3)  submits  a  plan  for  Department  approval  allowing  the  well  to  remain  in  an  inactive 
state. 

Upon  the  discontinuation  of  the  operation  of  a  well,  the  owner  or  operator  shall  make  all  reasonable 
efforts  to  prevent  the  contamination  or  pollution  of  the  well  and  to  minimize  the  safety  hazards  caused 
by  the  presence  of  the  well  until  the  well  is  destroyed,  the  permit  is  transferred  to  the  SFPUC,  or  the 
department  approves  the  plan  to  maintain  an  inactive  M>ell  submitted  in  accordance  with  this  Article. 
Sec.  816.  WELL  INACTIVA  TION.  An  owner  or  operator  of  a  well  may  seek  approval  from  the 
Department  to  maintain  an  inactive  well  by  submitting  the  appropriate  application  fee  and  apian 
including,  without  limitation,  the  following  information: 

(a)  The  owner  of  the  property  on  which  the  well  is  located. 

(b)  The  address  of  the  owner  of  the  property. 

(c)  The  manner  in  which  the  well  will  be  maintained  to  prevent  the  contamination  of  the 
groundwater  and  to  minimize  the  safety  hazard  of  having  an  inactive  well  on  the  property. 

Sect.  817.  APPROVAL  FOR  WELL  INACTIVA  TION  Upon  the  submission  of  a  plan  to  inactivate  a 
well,  the  Department  shall  review  such  plan  to  ensure  that  the  inactive  well  will  be  maintained  in  a 
manner  such  that  the  inactive  well  will  not  become  a  safely  hazard  to  humans  and  animals  or  a  conduit 
for  the  contamination  of  the  groundwater.  The  Department  shall  issue  an  approval  for  the 
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owner/operator  lo  maintum  the  well  in  an  inaciive  slate  in  accordance  with  the  approved  plan.  Within 
five  (5)  days  of  the  issuance  of  such  approval,  the  Department  shall  inspect  the  inactive  well  to  verih' 
the  implementation  of  approved  plan.  The  Department  shall  notify  the  SFPUC  of  any  approval  for  a 
water  well  inactivation  issued  under  this  Section. 

(a)  If  the  Department  determines  that  the  submitted  plan  does  not  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  this  Article,  the  Department  shall  reject  the  plan  and  specify  deficiencies  found  in  the  plan  Within

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Sec.  819.  APPLICA  TION  FOR  APPROVAL.  Excepl  as  provided  for  in  Section  818(h),  any  person 
proposing  to  destroy  a  well  shall  file  with  the  Department  a  completed  written  application  on  forms 
approved  by  the  Department  and  submit  the  appropriate  application  fees  fifteen  (15)  days  prior  to  the 
proposed  commencement  of  such  activities.  The  completed  application  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  all  of  the  following: 

(a)  The  owner  of  the  property  on  which  the  well  is  located.

(d)  Any  other  information  deemed  necessary  by  the  Department  to  ensure  adequate  protection 
of  groundwater  resources. 

Sec.  820.  ISSUANCE  OF  APPROVAL  Upon  the  submission  of  an  apulication  for  the  destruction  of 
a  well,  the  Department  shall  review  such  application  to  ensure  that  the  destruction  of  the  well  will  he 
carried  out  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  set  forth  in  the  ''Water  Well  Standards:  State  of 
California,  California  Department  of  Water  Resources  Bulletin  74,  "1968,  including  all  subsequent 
modifications  and  may  modify  the  work  plan  to  ensure  compliance.  In  reviewing  the  application,  the 
Department  may  inspect  the  well  site.  The  Department  shall  issue  an  approval  to  destroy  the  well  upon 
a  satisfactory  showing  that  the  proposed  or  modified  work  plan  complies  with  legal  requirements  and 
shall  required  the  completion  of  the  well  destruction  within  90  days  of  the  issuance  of  the  approval.

provisions  of  the  permit  or  this  Article,  has  misrepresented  any  material  fact  in  an  application  or  any 
supporting  documents  for  a  permit,  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  final  non-appeal  Director's  order.

(a)  Cease  and  Desist  Orders.  Whenever  the  Department  finds  that  a  person  in  violation  of  any 
requirements  of  this  Article,  permit  or  any  order  issued  under  this  Article,  by  the  Director  may: 

(1)  Issue  an  order  directing  the  person  to  cease  and  desist  such  violation  and  directing 
the  person  to  achieve  compliance  with  a  detailed  time  schedule  of  various  actions 
the  person  must  take  to  correct  or  prevent  violations  of  this  Article. 

(2)  Issue  an  order  revoking  or  suspending  any  permit.

The  order  issued  may 
require  the  person  to  pay  the  City  the  costs  of  any  extraordinary  inspection  or  monitoring  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Department  because  of  the  violation. 

(c)  Administrative  Complaints.   The  Department  may  issue  an  administrative  complaint, 
approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  to  any  person  who  is  in  violation  of  this  Article,  any 
provisions  of  the  permit  or  a  final  and  non-appealable  Director 's  order  issued  under  this  Article.  The 
complaint  shall  allege  the  acts  or  omissions  that  constitute  the  basis  for  liability  and  the  amount  of  the 
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proposed  administraiive  penally.  The  Department  shall  serve  the  complaml  by  personal  service  or 
certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  and  shall  inform  the  party  so  served  that  an  adminisirafivy 
hearing  provided  for  in  Section  H33  .shall  be  conducted  within  60  days  after  the  party  has  been  served 
unless  the  party  waives  its  risht  to  the  hearing.

(e)  Injunctive  Relief 

(1)  Upon  the  failure  of  any  person  to  comply  with  any  requirement  of  this  Article, 
permit,  any  regulation  or  any  order  issued  by  the  Director,  the  City  Attorney,  upon 
request  by  the  Director,  may  petition  the  proper  court  for  injunctive  relief  payment 
of  civil  penalties  and  any  other  appropriate  remedy,  including  restraining  such 
person  from  continuing  any  prohibited  activity  and  compelling  compliance  with 
lawful  requirements. 

(2)  In  any  civil  action  brought  under  this  Subsection  in  which  a  temporary  restraining

Any  person  who  knowingly  and  willfully  violates  the  requirements  of 
this  Article,  or  any  final  and  non- appeal  able  order  issued  by  the  Department  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  ($50)  and  not  more 
than  five  hundred  ($500)  for  each  day  per  violation,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  for  a  period 
not  to  exceed  six  (6)  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

(b)  Civil  Penalties.  Any  person  in  violation  of  this  Article  or  any  final  and  non-appealable 
order  issued  by  the  Department  shall  be  liable  to  the  City  and  County  of  Son  Francisco  for  a  civil 
penalty  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  per  day  per  violation.

(e)  Factors  Considered.  In  determine  the  appropriate  penalties,  the  court,  the  Director  shall 
consider  the  extent  of  harm  caused  by  the  violation,  the  nature  and  persistence  of  the  violation,  the 
frequency  of  past  violations,  any  action  taken  to  mitimle  the  violation,  and  the  financial  burden  to  the 
violator.

Sec.  832.  LIENS. 

(a)  Costs  and  charges  incurred  bv  the  City  as  a  result  of  enforcement  activities  including, 
without  limitations,  monilorino  and  inspection  costs,  delinquency  in  the  payment  of  a  bill  for  fees 
applicable  under  this  Article  in  excess  of  thirty'  (30)  days,  and  any  final  administrative  penalties 
assessed  asainst  a  person  for  violations  of  this  Article  shall  be  an  oblisation  owed  to  the  City  by  the 
owner  of  the  property  where  the  well  and  /or  soil  bar  ins,  is  located,  provided  that  the  owner  was  given 
notice  and  opportunity  to  contest  the  assessment  of  such  fees,  charges  or  penalties.  Such  ohligaiion 
may  be  collected  by  means  of  the  imposition  of  a  lien  against  such  property'  The  City  shall  mail  to 
properly  owner  a  notice  of  the  amount  due  and  a  warning  that  lien  proceedings  will  be  initiated  against 
the  property  if  the  amounts  are  not  paid  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  mailing  of  the  notice 

(h)  Liens  shall  be  created  and  assessed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  XX  of 
Chapter  10  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  (commencing  with  Section  10  230). 
Sec.  833.  ADMINISTRATIVE  HEARING. 
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(a)  The  Director  shall  hold  an  adminislrative  hearins.  for  the  following  purposes: 

(1)  To  issue  or  deny  a  permit  application  when  requested  by  a  person  pursuant  to  this 
Article: 

(2)  To  modify,  revoke  or  suspend  a  permit  that  has  been  issued  pursuant  to  this  Article, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Article; 

(3)  To  issue  an  order  imposing  administrative  penalty  against  a  person  unless  such 
person  waived  her  or  his  right  to  a  hearing. 

(b)  Notice  of  hearing  pursuant  to  this  Section  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  at  least  two  {2}  days  and  not  less  than 
ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  such  hearing.  Written  notice  shall  he  sent  to  any  interested  person, 
including  without  limitation  the  applicant  or  permittee  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  at 
least  ten  fJO)  days  in  advance  of  the  hearing.  The  notice  shall  stale  the  nature  and  purpose  of  the 
hearing  and  the  hearing  date  and  location. 

(c)  In  any  hearing  held  in  accordance  with  this  Article,  any  party  shall  have  the  right  to  offer 
testimonial,  documentary,  and  tangible  evidence  bearing  on  the  issues,  to  see  and  copy  all  documents 
and  other  information  the  City  relies  on  in  the  proceeding,  to  be  represented  by  counsel,  and  to 
confront  and  cross-examine  any  witnesses  against  them.  The  hearing  may  he  continued  for  a 
reasonable  time  once  upon  a  showing  of  good  cause  by  the  party  requesting  such  continuance.  The 
request  for  continuance  shall  be  in  writing  setting  forth  the  basis  for  the  request  and  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Director  at  least  one  business  day  before  the  hearing. 

(d)  In  a  hearing  to  issue  an  order  setting  liability  for  administrative  penalties,  the  Director  shall 
designate  a  certified  court  reporter  to  report  all  testimonies,  the  objections  made,  and  the  rulings  of  the 
objections  made  by  the  Director.  Fees  for  the  transcripts  of  the  proceedings  shall  be  at  the  expense  of 
the  party  requesting  the  transcript  as  prescribed  by  the  California  Government  Code  ^  69950.  and  the 
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original  transcript  shall  he  filed  with  the  Director  cil  (he  expense  of  the  party  ordering  the  Iranscript. 
In  all  other  hearings,  the  pruceedinss  shall  he  electronically  recorded 

(e)  The  Director  shall  issue  his  or  her  decision  and  order  within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the 
conclusion  of  the  hearing.  The  decision  and  order  shall  he  in  writing,  and  shall  contain  a  statement  of 
reasons  in  support  of  the  decision.  The  decision  and  order  shall  be  sent  by  certified  mail,  return 
receipt  requested,  to  the  owner  and  operator  and  hv  first  class  mail  to  all  other  interested  parlies. 

(f)  An  administrative  order  imposing!  an  administrative  penally  shall  be  final.  Such  decision 
shall  advise  interested  parties  of  their  right  to  seek  a  judicial  review  of  the  decision  pursuant  to 
California  Code  of  Civil  Procedures  ^  1094.6. 

(g)  The  Director's  order  to  issue,  deny,  modify,  revoke,  suspend,  or  renew  a  permit  may  be 
appealed  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Article  I.  Part  III  of  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Code.  Because  of  the  potential  threat  to  the  public  health  and  safety  of  a  welt  that  is 
operating  in  violation  of  this  Article,  the  Director's  decision  to  modif:  revoke  or  suspend  a  permit  shall 
not  he  automatically  stayed  upon  the  filin<.i  of  an  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeal.

(2)  is  subject  to  the  authority,  direction  or  discretion  of  a  person  who  has  served  as 
investigator,  prosecutor,  or  advocate  in  the  proceeding  or  its  preadiudicaiivc  stage 

(i)  NotMHthstanding  Subsection  (h).  the  Director  may  designate  a  person  to  preside  over  the 
hearing  if  such  person  participated  only  as  a  decision  maker  or  as  an  advisor  to  a  decision  maker  in  a 
determination  of  probable  cause  or  other  equivalent  preliminary  determination  in  an  adjudicative 
proceeding  or  preadjudicative  stage. 
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(j)  The  person  designated  as  the  hearing  officer  shall  not  receive  any  additional  compensation 
solely  for  her  or  his  service  as  the  hearing  officer. 

Sec.  834.  DISQUALIFICATION.  The  hearing  officer  is  subject  to  disqualification  for  bias, 
prejudice,  or  interest  in  the  proceeding.  It  is  not  alone  or  in  itself  grounds  for  disqualification,  without 
further  evidence  of  bias,  prejudice  or  interest,  that  the  hearing  officer:

(c)  has  as  a  public  official  participated  in  the  drafting:  oflaM'S  or  regulations  or  in  the  e  ffort  to 
pass  or  defeat  laws  or  regulations,  the  meaning,  effect  or  application  of  which  is  in  issue  in 
the  proceeding. 

DIVISION  V-  MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS 
Sec.  835.  REGULATIONS. 

(a)  The  Director  may  adopt  and,  from  time  to  time,  may  amend  reasonable  regulations 
implementing  the  provisions  and  intent  of  this  Article.  The  regulations  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Commission  at  a  public  hearing.

Remedies  provide  for  in  this  Article  are  in  addition  to 
and  do  not  supersede  or  limit  any  and  all  other  remedies,  civil  or  criminal. 
Sec.  837.  DISCLAIMER  OF  LIABILITY. 
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(a)  Any  degree  of  prolecliun  required  by  this  Ariich  is  considered  reasonahlt'  for  regulatory 
purposes.  This  Article  shall  not  create  liability  on  the  part  of  the  City,  or  any  of  its  otficers  or 
employees  for  any  datnages  that  result  from  reliance  on  this  Article  or  any  administrative  decision 
lawfully  made  pursuant  to  this  Article. 

(b)  In  undertaking  the  implementation  of  this  Article,  the  City  is  assuming!  an  undertaking  only 
to  promote  the  public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare.  It  is  not  assuming,  nor  is  it  imposing  on  its 
officers  and  employees,  an  obligation  for  breach  of  which  it  is  liable  in  money  damages  to  any  person 
who  claims  that  such  breach  proximately  caused  injury. 

(c)  Except  as  otherwise  required  by  State  or  federal  law,  all  inspection  sped  Tied  or  authorized 
by  this  Article  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  City  and  nothing  in  this  Article  shall  he  construed  as 
requirinfi  the  City  to  conduct  any  such  inspection  nor  shall  any  actual  inspection  made  imply  a  duty  to 
conduct  any  other  inspection. 

Sec.  838.  FEES.  The  Department  may  charge  fees  to  recover  costs  incurred  in  regidating  the

Sec.  839.  NOT  EXEMPTED  FROM  PA  YING  OTHER  FEES.  Payment  of  fees  as  provided  in  this 

Article  does  not  exempt  the  person  from  payment  of  any  other  charges  which  may  be  levied  pursuant  to 
other  sections  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code  or  written  rules  and  regulations  of  any  department 

related  to  the  permit. 

Sec.  840.  NOT  EXEMPTED  FROM  COMPLIANCE  WITH  OTHER  LA)yS.  Nothin2  in  this  Article 

shall  be  deemed  to  excuse  any  person  from  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  California  Water 
Code  and  any  other  applicable  provisions  of  local,  state  or  federal  laws. 

Sec.  841.  DISCRETIONARY  DUTY.  Subject  to  the  limitations  of  due  process,  notwitlisianding  any 
other  provision  of  this  Article  whenever  the  words  'shall"  or  "must "  are  used  in  establishing  a 
responsibility  or  duly  of  the  City  its  elected  or  appointed  officers,  employees,  or  agents,  it  is  the 
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legislative  intent  that  such  words  establish  a  discretionary  responsibility  or  duty  requiring  Ihe  exercise 
of  judgment  and  discretion. 

Sec.  842.  SEVERABILITY.  If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  or  phrase  of  this  Article  is 
for  any  reason  held  to  be  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  a  decision  of  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  such  decision  .shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions  of  the  Article.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  that  it  would  have  passed  this  Article  and  each  and  every  section, 
subsection,  sentence,  clause,  or  phrase  not  declared  invalid  or  unconstitutional  without  regard  to 
whether  any  portion  of  the  Article  would  he  subsequently  declared  invalid  or  unconstitutional.

pursuant  to  Sections  1120  and  1120.1  of  the  Health  Code  that  involves  the  disturbance  of  at 
least  50  cubic  yards  (38.23m3)  of  soil;  or  (iv)  any  well  construction  or  destruction  permit 
pursuant  to  section  659  Article  12B  of  the  Health  Code.  An  Applicant  does  not  include  a  person 
applying  for  a  permit  for  the  sole  purpose  of  conducting  environmental  characterization 

(b)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health 
or  the  Director's  designee. 

(c)  "GIS"  is  a  geographic  information  system  for  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  The 
GIS  is  a  computer-based  system  containing  site-specific  environmental  information. 

(d)  "Improvement  Plan"  means  an  improvement  plan  as  required  under  the 
Subdivision  Map  Act,  California  Government  Code  Sections  66410  et  seq 

(e)  "Parcel  A"  means  that  parcel  or  parcels  of  land  of  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  as 
indicated  on  the  Map  filed  with  the  Recorder  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on 
December  3,  2004  situated  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  that  vyas  transferred  to 
the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  by  the  U.S  Navy. 

(f)  "Prescribed  Subsurface  Activity  Area  "  means  the  Specific  location  and  horizontal 
and  vertical  extent  of  the  proposed  disturbance,  excavation,  grading  or  other  subsurface 
activity  defined  using  coordinates  compatible  with  the  GIS  to  the  extent  feasible.

Ordinance  repealing  Chapter  2  of  the  Environment  Code  which  established  an 
environmentally  preferable  purchasing  pilot  program  and  sections  507,  508  and  512  of 
Chapter  5  and  Chapter  9  of  the  Environment  Code  which  pertain  to  purchasing  certain 
environmentally  preferable  commodities  and  enacting  a  new  Chapter  2  of  the 
Environment  Code  to  establish  a  comprehensive  City-wide  Environmentally  Preferable 
Purchasing  Program  for  purchases  of  commodities;  and  making  conforming  changes 
in  Environment  Code  sections  501,  506  and  511  and  Administrative  Code  sections 
21.16  and  21.30. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1 .  The  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  Chapter  2  is  hereby  repealed 
in  its  entirety. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  Chapter  2,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  200.  FINDINGS. 

 A.        Under  this  Chapter,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  wishes  to  exercise  its 

power  to  make  economic  decisions  involving  its  own  funds  as  a  participant  in  the  marketplace 
and  to  conduct  its  own  business  as  a  municipal  corporation  to  ensure  that  purchases  of 
commodities  and  expenditures  of  public  money  are  made  in  a  manner  consistent  with  its 
human  health  and  environmental  policies. 

 B.        The  results  of  a  three  year  pilot  study  implementin'^  environmentally  preferable 

purchasing  for  City  departments  demonstrated  the  feasibility  of  developing  relevant  human 
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eallh  and  em  ironmenial  seJeaion  cnteria  for  products  used  to  mainiain  Cirv  buildinss  and 
ehicle  fleeis.  The  pi/oi  program  furiher  demonsiraied  thai  produas  meeiin^  ihese  criieria  are 
vailable.  cosi  competitive,  and  effeciive  at  meeting  the  Cir\^  's  performance  standards.  It  is  the 
Itv's  intention  that  ultimately  there  will  he  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  for  each 
ommodity  re2ularly  purchased  bv  the  Citw 

C.  The  PrecautionarX'  Principle  calls  for  full  disclosure  bv  manu  facturers  and 

uppliers  so  the  most  protective  standard  can  be  applied  in  the  comparison  of  potential 
hernatives.  Only  the  full  disclosure  of  ingredients  and  impacts  of  the  products  and  services 
ill  allow  the  City  to  make  informed  and  protective  decisions.  For  example,  suppliers  of 
esticides  should  disclose  the  "inert "  ingredients  in  products  used  on  Cit^•  property-  instead  of 
miting  disclosure  to  the  legal  requirement  of  "active  "  ingredients  which  may  make  up  less 
tan  ]%of  the  product. 

D.  The  Precautionan'  Principle  calls  for  a  participatory:  and  transparent  process  in  the 
valuation  and  selection  of  potential  alternatives.  Participation  in  decision-making  by  impacted 
immunities  is  a  basic  tenet  of  the  Precautionan-  Principle. 

Citizens  of  San  Francisco  enacted  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  to  ensure  transparency  in  City 
yvernmcnt:  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  operates  under  the  mandates  of  the  Sunshine 
rdinance  in  addition  to  the  requirements  of  the  Brown  Act  and  Public  Records  Act.  Above  and 
"vond  that,  deliberations  and  decisions  under  this  ordinance  made  in  accordance  with  the  Public 
articipation  Guidelines  shall  be  made  m  concert  M  ith  affected  community  members;  community: 
volvement  is  as  central  to  the  process  as  data  gathering  and  expert  advice. 

E.  Purchases  of  commodities  made  bv  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  that 
^e  consistent  with  the  Precautionan'  Principle  will  encourage  market  development  of  new, 
^alihy,  environmentally  preferable  technologies  and  products  and  will  demonstrate  the 
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efficacy  of  this  approach  to  oiher  government  asencies.  residents  and  businesses  which  will 
help  generate  regional  demand  for  healthy  products,  a  healthy  way  of  doing  business,  product 


innovation,  and  business  development  and  competition. 


F.  Implementing  the  Precautionary'  Principle  is  both  good  science  and  good  economics 

Precautionaiy  action  benefits  workers,  stimulates  innovation  and  supports  timely  action  to  awid  costs 


to  public  health  and  the  enyironmeni.  Precautionary-  business  practice  leads  to  expanded  local 


production,  rob  creation  and  the  development  o  f  technologies  that  support  job  creation  in  the  arena  of 


environmentally  preferable  products.  To  this  end,  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  the  Small 


Business  Commission,  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration  and  the  Human  Rights  Commission  will 


work  together  to  ensure  that  there  is  sufficient  outreach,  education  and  traininQ  provided  to 


disadvantaged  businesses  in  order  to  create  eQuiiuhle  access  and  competition  for  city  contracts  affected 


by  precautionan-  purchasing. 


G.  Many  of  the  City's  purchasing  decisions  have  impacts  across  departmental  boundaries. 

Therefore,  interdepartmental  cooperation  is  a  key  element  to  a  successful  precautionary-  purchasing 


program.  City  staff  must  work  closely  together  to  create  opportunities  for  the  exchange  of  ideas  and 


'he  flow  of  information  between  departments  and  the  larger  communiry 


SEC.  201.  GOALS.  The  purpose  of  this  Chapter  is  to  reduce  negative  impacts  to 


iuman  health  and  the  environment  through  the  development  of  specifications  for  City 


jurchases  that:

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 (c)        "Controci"  shall  mean  an  agrcemeni  w  ith  a  nonfjovernmental  enlih>  for  the 

purchase  of  Commodities  al  the  expense  of  or  lo  he  paid  qui  of  moneys  deposited  in  the 
treasurx-  or  out  of  trust  moneys  under  the  control  or  collected  by  the  Cirv  and  Counrv  of  San 
Francisco.  The  term  "Contract"  shall  include  a  purchase  order  or  other  written  instrument  for 
the  purchase  o  f  Commodities.

'Iter  info  another  Contract  to  procure  such  products,  provided  that  the  City  department 
omplies  with  all  other  applicable  laws.  Nothins  in  this  Chapter  is  or  shall  be  interpreted  to 
squire  or  authorize  any  Cin-  department  to  breach  the  terms  of  a  Contract.  Each  Cit\! 
epartment  shall  document  its  efforts  pursuant  to  this  Section  in  the  annual  report  filed  under

 (iii)      provide  a  written  memorandum  detailing  all  attempts  lo  explore  and

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(h)       Informaiion  designated  as  irade  secret  may  he  disclosed  lo  an  officer  or  employee  of  the 
Cin'  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Slate  of  California,  or  the  United  States  of  America  for  use  in 
connection  with  the  official  duties  of  such  officer  or  employee  acting  under  authority  of  lav.'  for  ihe 
protection  of  health,  without  liahilin'  on  the  part  of  the  City. 

(c)  H^en  the  Director  or  other  City  official  or  employee  receiyes  a  request  for  information 
that  has  been  designated  as,  or  which  the  City  determines  may  he.  a  trade  secret,  the  City  shall  notif\' 
the  person  or  business  of  the  request.  The  City  may  request  further  eyidence  or  explanation  from  the 
yerson  as  to  why  the  information  requested  is  a  trade  secret.  If  the  City  determines  that  the  informaiion 
does  not  constitute  a  trade  secret,  the  City  shall  notih'  the  person  or  business  of  that  conclusion  and 
that  the  information  will  be  released  by  a  specified  date  in  order  to  proyide  the  person  or  business  the 
opportunity  to  obtain  a  court  order  prohibitins  disclosure.

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Ulienever  am'  Cifv  deparimeni  finds,  afier  an  invesii^aiion  bv  ihe  coniraciins  officer  and  the 
Cur  Aliornex.  ihai  a  person  or  eniitv  being  considered  for  a  Contraa  or  under  Coniraci  with  the  Cir\- 
ws,  in  connec.iion  with  the  bidding,  execution  or  performance  of  any  Conlraci: 

(1 )  Falsely  represented  to  the  City  the  nature  or  character  of  the  Commodities  offered,  used 
?r  supplied  under  the  Contract;  or 

(2)  Knowingly  provided  the  City  with  Commodities  in  violation  of  this  Chapter  or  the  rules 
)r  regulations  adopted  pursuant  to  this  Chapter, 

the  contracting  officer  shall  have  ihe  authority  to  impose  such  sanctions  or  take  such  other 
ictions  as  are  designed  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter.  For  purposes  of  this 
uhsection,  knowingly  has  the  same  meaning  as  in  Chapter  6,  section  6.83  of  the  Administrative  Code. 

 The  O'A'  may  take  any  enforcement  action  authorized  by  Chapters  21  or  28  of  the 

\dministrative  Code,  including,  without  limitation,  debarment. 

 Nothing  in  this  Chapter  shall  be  construed  to  relieve  a  Contractor  of  responsibility  for

 SEC.  209.  PREEMPTION.  Nothing  in  this  Chapter  shall  be  interpreted  or  applied  so 

s  to  create  any  power  or  duty  in  con  flict  w  ith  any  federal  or  state  law. 

SEC.  2  JO.  SEVERABILITY.  In  the  event  that  a  court  or  agency  of  competent 
urisdiction  holds  that  a  federal  or  state  law,  rule  or  regulation  invalidates  any  clause, 
entence,  paragraph  or  section  of  this  ordinance  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person  or 
ircumstances,  it  is  the  intent  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the  court  or  agency  sever  such 
lause,  sentence,  paragraph  or  section  so  that  the  remainder  of  this  ordinance  shall  remain  in 
ffect. 

Section  3,  Chapter  5,  The  Resource  Conservation  Ordinance,  and  Chapter  9, 
Vohibiting  Purchase  of  MTBE-Containing  Motor  Vehicle  Fuel,  of  the  Environment  Code 
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establish  criteria  for  the  purchase  of  certain  commodities,  including  vehicle  fuel,  paper  and 
writing  products,  batteries  and  numerous  other  products.  In  order  to  consolidate 
environmental  purchasing  requirements  for  commodities  under  Chapter  2  of  the  Environment 
Zode,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  repealing  those  provisions  of  Chapters  5  and  9  which 
address  commodities  and  directs  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to 
mmediately  adopt  those  requirements,  including  the  supporting  findings  and  definitions,  as 
egulations  effective  on  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.

"Document  Imaging"  means  the  conversion  of  paper  documents  into  electronic  images

locument  imaging  system  includes  the  ability  to  scan,  store,  index,  retrieve  and  search 
locuments. 

"Post-consumer  material"  means  those  products  generated  by  a  business  or  consumer

"Recycle"  or  "recycling"  means  the  process  of  collecting,  sorting,  cleaning,  treating, 
eusing  or  reconstituting  a  material  that  would  othenA/ise  become  a  solid  waste  and/or 
lazardous  waste,  and  returning  it  to  the  economic  mainstream  in  the  form  of  a  raw  material 
or  new,  reused  or  reconstituted  products  which  may  be  used  in  the  marketplace. 

-Recycled  product "  means  a  product  thai  is  or  can  he  made  wifh  recovered  materials, 
eluding  those  listed  in  the  CPG  and  which  at  a  minimum,  meets  the  requirements  of  the  federal 

"Reuse"  means  the  secondary  use  of  a  product  or  its  packaging  for  its  original  intended 
)urpose  or  another  function  which  does  not  require  the  product  to  be  treated  or  reconstituted 
T  any  way. 

"Solid  Waste"  or  "Waste"  has  the  same  meaning  as  "solid  waste"  in  the  California 
ntegrated  Waste  Management  Act  of  1989,  Public  Resources  Code  Section  40191. 

"U.S.  EPA"  means  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency. 

"Waste  prevention"  means  discontinuing  the  use  of  an  unnecessary  material  rather 
nan  disposing  of  it  to  the  waste  stream  and  shall  include:  (1 )  reduced  resource  use  per  unit  of 
iroduct;  (2)  increased  product  life;  and  (3)  decreased  consumption. 

"Waste  Reduction"  means  the  diversion  of  materials,  products  and  packaging  from 
isposal  through  waste  prevention,  reuse,  recycling  and/or  composting,  but  does  not  include 
teps  taken  after  the  material  becomes  solid  waste  or  actions  which  would  transfer  the 
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impacts  of  land  disposal  to  air  or  water  resources,  such  as  transformation,  incineration, 
pyrolysis,  distillation,  gasification,  or  biological  conversion  (other  than  composting).

(2)  A  minimum  of  30%  post-consumer  materials  for  all  other  printing  and  wnting 
paper  products  including,  without  limitation:  publications,  forms,  letters,  letterhead, 
promotional  materials,  advertisements,  educational  pamphlets,  newsletters,  exhibits,  reports, 
business  cards,  calendars,  commission  and  committee  notices,  agendas  and  minutes, 
-•equests  for  proposals  or  qualifications,  invitations  for  bids,  checks,  tickets,  high  quality 
papers  used  for  stationery,  envelopes  and  other  specialty  items  and  other  printed  matenais. 

(3)  The  minimum  level  of  post-consumer  content  will  be  reviewed  annually  by  the 
Director.  Pursuant  to  Section  51 1 ,  the  Director  may  raise,  but  not  lower,  the  minimum  level  of 
Dost-consumer  content  as  higher  post-consumer  content  paper  becomes  available.

In 
furtherance  of  these  actions  only,  the  Board,  to  the  extent  compliance  with  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  is  necessary,  is  reiving  on  the  environmental  findings  and  related 
documents  and  materials  as  described  above  in  subsection  {G).  The  Board  further 
determines  that  said  findings  remain  valid  for  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Ordinance.

Notice  of  such  hearing  was  published  in  accordance  with  Section  33361  of  the 
California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  in  the  San  Francisco  Indopendont  Chronicle,  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation,  printed,  published  and  distributed  in  the  City  and  County  of 

San  Francisco  describing  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  Project  Area  and  stating  the  day, 
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nour  and  place  when  and  where  any  interested  persons  may  appear  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  object  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan.  At  such  hearing  and  on  June  14.  2005.  the 
date  to  which  to  the  Jiea ring  was  continug^     Board  considered  the  report  and 
recommendations  of  the  Agency  and  the  Planning  Commission,  the  Final  Environmental 
Impact  Report  for  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  and  all  evidence  and  testimony  for  and  against 
the  proposed  Redevelopment  Plan.  The  Board  hereby  adopts  written  findings  to  the  extent 
required  by  the  Community  Redevelopment  Law  as  set  forth  in  this  Ordinance. 

y.      Pursuant  to  Sections  33205  and  33128  of  the  Community  Redevelopment  Law. 
the  Agency  may  delegate  to  the  City's  Planning  Department  certain  administration  of  the 
development  controls  over  the  Project  Area  set  forth  in  the  Redevelopment  Plan.  Consistent

Planning  Code  Section  101.1. 

Section  2.     PURPOSES  AND  INTENT.  The  purposes  and  intent  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  with  respect  to  this  Ordinance  are  to  adopt  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  as 
imended.  in  accordance  with  the  Community  Redevelopment  Law  and  to  achieve  the 
)bjectives  for  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area  specified  in  the  Redevelopment  Plan. 

Section  3.  By  this  reference,  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  as  amended,  a  copy  of  which 
s  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  File  No.  QS0i^4 
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incorporated  in  and  made  a  part  of  this  Ordinance  with  the  sanne  force  and  effect  as  though 
set  forth  fully  herein. 

Section  4.     FURTHER  FiNDINGS  AND  DETERMINATIONS  UNDER  THE 
COMMUNITY  REDEVELOPMENT  LAW.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further  finds, 
deternriines  and  declares,  based  on  the  record  before  it.  including  but  not  limited  to  infornnation 
contained  in  the  Report  on  the  Redevelopnnent  Plan,  that: 

A.  The  Project  Area,  which  is  the  subject  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  is  a  blighted 
area  (as  described  in  the  Report  on  the  Plan),  the  redevelopment  of  which  is  necessary  to 
effectuate  the  public  purposes  declared  in  the  Community  Redevelopment  Law. 

B.  The  Redevelopment  Plan  will  redevelop  the  Project  Area  as  set  forth  in  the 
Report  on  the  Redevelopment  Plan  in  conformity  vyith  the  Community  Redevelooment  Law 
and  is  in  the  interests  of  the  public  peace,  health,  safety,  and  welfare. 

C.  The  adoption  and  carrying  out  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  is  economically 
sound  and  feasible  as  described  in  the  Report  on  the  Redevelopment  Plan. 

D.  For  the  reasons  set  forth  in  Section  1 F  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Redevelopment 
Plan,  once  eff'ective,  will  be  consistent  with  the  General  Plan  of  the  City  and  County  of 

San  Francisco,  as  amended,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  housing  element  of  the  General 
Plan,  which  substantially  complies  with  the  requirements  of  Article  10.6  (commencing  with 
Section  65580)  of  Chapter  3  of  Division  1  of  Title  7  of  the  California  Government  Code  and 
other  applicable  requirements  of  law,  and  is  consistent  with  the  eight  Priority  Policies  in  City 
Planning  Code  Section  101.1. 

E.  The  carrying  out  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  will  promote  the  public  peace, 
health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  community  and  effectuate  the  purposes  and  policies  of  the 
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Community  Redevelopment  Law  as  generally  described  in  the  Report  on  the  Redevelopment 
Plan. 

F.  The  condemnation  of  real  property,  to  the  extent  provided  for  in  the 
Redevelopment  Plan  may  be  necessary  for  the  execution  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan.  Some 
residential  property  may  be  the  subject  of  eminent  domain  actions,  but  a  substantial  number 
of  low-  or  moderate-income  persons  do  not  reside  in  the  Project  Area.  Adequate  provisions 
have  been  made  for  payment  for  property  to  be  so  acquired  as  provided  by  law. 

G.  There  are  no  public  projects  identified  in  the  Redevelopment  Plan  that  will 
displace  a  substantial  number  of  low-  or  moderate-income  persons.  The  Agency  has  a 
feasible  method  or  plan  for  the  relocation  of  families  and  persons  displaced  from  the  Project 
Area,  if  the  Redevelopment  Plan  results  in  the  temporary  or  permanent  displacement  of  any 
occupants  of  housing  facilities  in  the  Project  Area. 

H.  There  are,  or  shall  be  provided,  in  the  Project  Area  or  in  other  areas  not 
generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities  and  public  and  commercial  facilities  and  at 
rents  or  prices  within  the  financial  means  of  the  families  and  persons  displaced  from  the 
Project  Area,  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  dwellings  equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  and 
available  to  the  displaced  families  and  persons  and  reasonably  accessible  to  their  places  of 
employment, 

I.  Families  and  persons  shall  not  be  displaced  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a  relocation 
plan  pursuant  to  Sections  3341 1  and  3341 1 .1  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code. 
Dwelling  units  housing  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income  shall  not  be  removed 
OT  destroyed  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a  replacement  housing  plan  pursuant  to 

Sections  33334.5,  33413,  and  33413.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code. 
J.       There  are  no  non-contiguous  areas  in  the  Project  Area. 
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k.       The  Project  Area  includes  lands,  buildings  and  improvements  which  are  not 
ndividually  detrimental  to  the  public  health,  safety  or  welfare  but  which  are  necessary  for  the 
effective  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area.  All  areas  included  in  the  Project  Area  are 
necessary  for  effective  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area,  and  no  areas  in  the  Project  Area 
are  included  solely  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  an  allocation  of  tax  increment  revenues  from 
the  Project  Area  pursuant  Section  33670  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  without 
other  substantial  justification  for  its  inclusion. 

L.       The  elimination  of  blight  and  the  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area  could  not 
reasonably  be  expected  to  be  accomplished  by  private  enterprise  acting  alone  without  the  aid 
and  assistance  of  the  Agency. 

M.      The  Project  Area  is  predominantly  urbanized,  as  defined  by  California  Health 
and  Safety  Code  Section  33320.1(b). 

N.      The  time  limitation  and  the  limitation  on  the  number  of  dollars  to  be  allocated  to 
the  Agency  that  are  contained  in  the  Redevelopment  Plan  are  reasonably  related  to  the 
proposed  projects  to  be  implemented  in  the  Project  Area  and  to  the  ability  of  the  Agency  to 
eliminate  blight  within  the  Project  Area. 

0.      This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  satisfied  that  permanent  housing  facilities  will  be 
available  within  three  (3)  years  from  the  time  occupants  of  the  Project  Area  are  displaced  and 
that,  pending  the  development  of  the  facilities,  there  will  be  available  to  the  displaced 
occupants  adequate  temporary  housing  facilities  at  rents  comparable  to  those  in  the 
community  at  the  time  of  their  displacement. 

 P^  Pursuant  to  Soctions  33^^5  and  33679  of  the  California  Health  and  Sofo^y 

Code,  and  as  further  detailed  in  the  Report  on  the  Redevelopment  Plan:  (1 )  the  estimatod 
Agency  obligation  for  the  tax  incromont  rovonue  dodicatod  to  the  Trancbay  Terminal  Project  is 
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Section  5.  Pursuant  to  Section  33365  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  and  adopts  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  as  amended,  as 
:he  official  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Project  Area.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings.

Due  to  the  damage  from  the  1989  earthquake,  the  Embarcadero  Freeway,  the 
ferminal  Separator  Structure,  and  portions  of  the  Central  Freeway  were  razed.  The  city  has 
aken  official  positions  not  to  replace  these  structures,  deferring  to  both  the  legacy  of  the 
-reeway  Revolt  and  the  "Transit  First"  policy.  Twenty  years  after  the  policy  was  adopted,  its 
mplementation  appears  to  be  a  success:  nearly  all  of  the  substantial  growth  in  commuter 
ravel  to  and  from  the  Financial  District  since  1970  has  been  accommodated  on  transit.  The 
aftermath  of  the  earthquake,  particularly  the  temporary  closure  of  the  Bay  Bridge,  renewed  a 
■eliance  on  public  transportation.  New  ferry  service  to  the  East  Bay  and  expanded  BART  and 
I^alTrain  service  continue  to  attract  riders  well  after  the  bridge  was  reopened. 

The  Transbay  Terminal  was  damaged  by  the  Loma  Prieta  earthquake  but  ultimately  returned  to 
service.  With  growing  transit  use,  a  joint  decision  was  made  to  construct  a  new  Transbay  Terminal  on 
'he  existing  Transbay  Terminal  site.  This  decision  is  consistent  with  the  City's  Proposition  H 
^Downtown  Caltrain  Station)  adopted  on  Noy ember  2,  1999,  and  codified  in  San  Francisco 
Administratjye  Code  Appendix  46.  It  will  serve  as  the  terminus  for  Transbay  bus  service,  for  the 
CalTrain  once  it  is  extended  from  its  current  terminus  at  4th  and  King  Streets,  for  several  Muni  lines, 
and  for  other  regional  transit  providers.  The  station  would  also  be  located  a  short  distance  from  ferry 
'service providers,  the  city 's  bus  and  metro  routes,  BART,  and  other  regional  carriers.  It  would  be 
designed  to  accommodate  pedestrians  and  bicyclists.    If  high-speed  rail  is  constructed  between 
northern  and  southern  Cali  fornia,  the  Transbay  Terminal  will  also  serve  as  San  Francisco 's  terminal. 

The  benefits  of  San  Francisco's  investment  in  alternatives  to  the  single-occupant 
vehicle  extend  beyond  its  relatively  clean  air  and  stabilized  traffic  congestion.  The  high  transit 
modal  split  fostered  over  the  twenty  years  by  official  city  policy  positioned  San  Francisco, 
unique  among  California  cities  in  1993,  in  compliance  with  the  requirement  of  the  State  Clean 
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Air  Act  to  initiate  a  Trip  Reduction  Ordinance,  thereby  exempting  many  of  the  city's  employers 
from  burdensome  regional  regulations. 

San  Francisco's  tradition  of  promoting  alternatives  to  the  automobile  serves  the  city 
well  in  light  of  the  passage  of  the  Intermodal  Surface  Transportation  Efficiency  Act  in  1991 . 
This  Act  signaled  the  federal  government's  new  emphasis  on  funding  transportation  projects 
with  a  multi-modal  emphasis. 

These  and  other  recent,  fundamental  changes  in  the  objectives  and  means  of  planning 
transportation  at  all  levels  of  government  provide  an  unprecedented  opportunity  for  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area.  This  Transportation  Element  establishes  the  following 
objectives  and  policies  in  recognition  of  this  opportunity  and  the  importance  of  managing 
transportation  in  the  preser^/ation  and  enhancement  of  the  Bay  Area's  high  quality  of  life. 
POLICY  5.5  (1.4.18) 

Develop  high-speed  rail  that  links  downtown  San  Francisco  to  major  interstate  and 
national  passenger  rail  corridors  as  the  principle  alternative  to  interstate  air  travel, 
and  as  the  primary  means  to  relieve  air  traffic  congestion. 

The  station  should  be  integrated  with  the  transit  network  of  the  city  and  region.  The 
Transbay  Terminal  should  serve  as  the  downtown  San  Francisco  station.  Constructing  the  station  at 
this  location  would  best  serve  San  Francisco  and  the  region,  and  take  advantage  of  the  infrastructure 
created  by  the  Caltrain  extension  downtown  to  the  Transbay  Terminal.  The  Transbay  Terminal  \^dl  be 
a  multi-modal  facility  and  will  include  facilities  for  bm,  rail,  and  high  speed  rail  systems,  so  that  long- 
distance rail  passengers  can  transfer  to  local  and  regional  transit. 

Section  5.  The  San  Francisco  General  Plan  Transportation  Element  Maps  are  hereby 
amended  as  follows: 

Map  1 1        Citywide  Pedestrian  Network  (1.4.55)  would  be  amended  to  designate 
Folsom  Street  between  Embarcadero  and  Essex  Street  and  2nd  Street  in  its  entirety  as  part  of 

the  Citywide  Pedestrian  Network. 
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Map  12        Neighborhood  Pedestrian  Streets  (1.4.56)  would  be  amended  to 
designate  Folsom  Street  Between  Embarcadero  and  Essex  Street  as  a  "Neighborhood 
Commercial  Street"  and  to  designate  Beale,  Main,  and  Spear  Streets  as  "Neighborhood 
Network  Connection  Streets"  between  Market  and  Folsom. 

Map  14        Downtown  Short-Term  Parking  Belt  (1.4. 67)  would  be  amended  to 
remove  all  of  Transbay  (the  areas  designated  between  Howard  and  Folsom  between  2nd  and 
the  Embarcadero)  from  the  Parking  Belt. 

Section  6.  The  San  Francisco  General  Plan  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

II.  URBAN  DESIGN  ELEMENT: 
POLICY  3.1  (1.5.32) 

Promote  harmony  in  the  visual  relationships  and  transitions  between  new  and  older 
buildings. 

New  buildings  should  be  made  sympathetic  to  the  scale,  form  and  proportion  of  older 
development.  This  can  often  be  done  by  repeating  existing  building  lines  and  surface 
treatment.  Where  new  buildings  reach  exceptional  height  and  bulk,  large  surfaces  should  be 
articulated  and  textured  to  reduce  their  apparent  size  and  to  reflect  the  pattern  of  older 
buildings. 

Although  contrasts  and  juxtapositions  at  the  edges  of  districts  of  different  scale  are  sometimes 
pleasing,  the  transitions  between  such  districts  should  generally  be  gradual  in  order  to  make 
the  city's  larger  pattern  visible  and  avoid  overwhelming  of  the  district  of  smaller  scale.  In 
transitions  between  districts  and  between  properties,  especially  in  areas  of  high  intensity,  the 
lower  portions  of  buildings  should  be  designed  to  promote  easy  circulation,  good  access  to 
transit,  good  relationships  among  open  spaces  and  maximum  penetration  of  sunlight  to  the 
ground  level. 
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In  new,  high-densitv  residential  areas  near  downtown  where  towers  are  being  conieniplatcd  as 
part  of  comprehensive  neishhorhood  planning  efforts,  such  as  Transhay  and  Rincon  Hill,  such  lowers 
should  he  slender  and  widely  spaced  anions  biiildinss  of  lesser  height  to  allow  ample  sunliehi.  sk\- 
exposure  and  views  to  streets  and  public  spaces.  It  is  thus  to  he  expected  that  some  tall  buildings  will 
be  located  adjacent  to  huUdins:s  of  significantly  lower  heisht.  This  does  not  in  itself  create  disharmony 
or  poor  transitions,  hut  is  in  fact  necessary  in  order  to  achieve  important  neighborhood-wide  livabilit\> 
soals.  Because  these  areas  are  on  the  edses  of  the  downtown,  stricter  standards  than  exist  in  the 
downtown  core  for  tower  bulk  and  spacing  should  be  established  to  minimize  the  bulk  of  towers  and  set 
minimum  tower  spacing.  It  is  especially  important  that  towers  have  active  sround  floors  and  that  lower 
stories  are  highly  articulated  and  ensiage  the  pedestrian  realm,  with  multiple  building  entrances, 
townhouses,  retail,  and  neighborhood  services.  (Sec  Map  4.  ) 

POLICY  3.5  (1.5.33) 

Relate  the  height  of  buildings  to  important  attributes  of  the  city  pattern  and  to  the 
height  and  character  of  existing  development. 

The  height  of  new  buildings  should  take  into  account  the  guidelines  expressed  in  this 
Plan.  These  guidelines  are  intended  to  promote  the  objectives,  principles  and  policies  of  the 
Plan,  and  especially  to  complement  the  established  city  pattern.  They  weigh  and  apply  many 
factors  affecting  building  height,  recognizing  the  special  nature  of  each  topographic  and 
development  situation. 

Tall,  slender  buildings  should  occur  on  many  of  the  city's  hilltops  to  emphasize  the  hill 
form  and  safeguard  views,  while  buildings  of  smaller  scale  should  occur  at  the  base  of  hills 
and  in  the  valleys  between  hills.  In  other  cases,  especially  where  the  hills  a-e  capped  by  open 
spaces  and  where  existing  hilltop  development  is  low  and  small-scaled,  new  buildings  should 
remain  low  in  order  to  conserve  the  natural  shape  of  the  hill  and  maintain  views  to  and  from 
the  open  space.  Views  along  streets  and  from  major  roadways  should  be  protected.  The 
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Heights  of  buildings  should  taper  down  to  the  shoreline  of  the  Bay  and  Ocean,  following  the 
characteristic  pattern  and  preserving  topography  and  views. 

Tall  buildings  should  be  clustered  downtown  and  at  other  centers  of  activity  to  pronnote 
the  efficiency  of  commerce,  to  mark  important  transit  facilities  and  t_o  avoid  unnecessary 
9ncroachment  upon  other  areas  of  the  city.  Such  buildings  should  also  occur  at  points  of  high 
accessibility,  such  as  rapid  transit  stations  in  larger  commercial  areas,  and  in  areas  that  are 
within  walking  distance  of  the  downtown 's  major  centers  of  employment.  In  these  areas  varioiis 
commercial  centers,  building  height  should  taper  down  toward  the  edges  to  provide  gradual 
transitions  to  other  areas. 

areas  of  growth  where  tall  huildinss  are  considered  throush  comprehensive  planning  efforts, 
such  tall  buildings  should  he  grouped  and  sculpted  to  form  discrete  skyline  forms  that  do  not  muddle 
the  clarity  and  identity  of  the  city 's  characteristic  hills  and  skyline.  Where  multiple  tall  buildings  are 
contemplated  in  areas  of  flat  topography  near  other  strong  skyline  forms ,  such  as  on  the  southern  edge 
of  the  downtown  "mound,  "  they  should  be  adequately  spaced  and  slender  to  ensure  that  they  are  set 
apart  from  the  overall  physical  form  of  the  downtown  and  allow  some  views  of  the  city,  hills,  the  Bay 
Bridge,  and  other  elements  to  permeate  through  the  district. 

In  residential  and  smaller  commercial  areas,  tall  buildings  should  occur  closest  to  major 
centers  of  employment  and  community  services  which  themselves  produce  significant  building 
height,  and  at  locations  where  height  will  achieve  visual  interest  consistent  with  other 
neighborhood  considerations.  At  outlying  and  other  prominent  locations,  the  point  tower  form 
(slender  in  shape  with  a  high  ratio  of  height  to  width)  should  be  used  in  order  to  avoid 
interruption  of  views,  casting  of  extensive  shadows  or  other  negative  effects.  In  ail  cases,  the 
height  and  character  of  existing  development  should  be  considered. 

The  guidelines  in  this  Plan  express  ranges  of  height  that  are  to  be  used  as  an  urban 
design  evaluation  for  the  future  establishment  of  specific  height  limits  affecting  both  public  and 
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rivate  buildings.  For  any  given  location,  urban  design  considerations  indicate  the 
ppropriateness  of  a  height  coming  within  the  range  indicated.  The  guidelines  are  not  height 
mits,  and  do  not  have  the  direct  effect  of  regulating  constmction  in  the  city. 

Section  7.  The  San  Francisco  General  Plan  Urban  Design  Element  Maps  are  hereby 
imended  as  follows:

Section  8.  The  San  Francisco  General  Plan  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 


V.  DOWNTOWN  PLAN: 


Dpen  Space 


Background 

Adequate  open  space  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  desirability  of  downtovv'n  San 
-rancisco  as  a  place  to  visit,  work,  or  live.  As  a  forest  becomes  denser,  it  becomes  more 
difficult  to  find  a  sunlit  meadow.  Similarly,  in  San  Francisco's  downtown,  sunshine  and  wind 
DFotection,  which  are  essential  to  the  personal  comfort  of  open  space  users,  become  of  prime 
mportance  in  the  planning  for  downtown  open  space. 

The  Open  Space  chapter  calls  for  preservation  and  enhancement  of  existing  open 
spaces  and  creation  of  additional  open  space  through  public  and  private  efforts.  These  open 
spaces  would  be  connected  by  a  pedestnan  network. 
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The  Plan  envisions  a  downtown  that  will  develop  over  the  next  two  decades  with 
substantial  enhancement  of  open  space.  It  further  envisions  the  development  of  a  system  of 
linked,  sunny  open  spaces  around  the  high-density  downtown  core.  To  the  east  is  the 
waterfront,  and  the  ample  open  spaces  to  be  provided  between  Piers  9  and  24.  Pier  7  will 
become  an  open  space  pier.  Piers  1  through  5  will  have  generous  shoreline  access.  The 
Ferry  Building  complex  will  provide  additional  plazas  and  sitting  areas  adjacent  to  the  already 
generous  Justin  Herman  Plaza  and  related  spaces. 

A  4.8-acre  park — Rincon  Point  Park — will  be  added  next  to  the  shoreline  promenade 
between  the  Agriculture  Building  and  Pier  24.  To  the  north  are  Sidney  Walton  Park  and  the 
parks  on  Maritime  Plaza.  On  the  west  are  Portsmouth  Square,  St.  Mary's  Square,  and  Union 
Square,  as  well  as  the  sunny  streets  of  the  retail  district.  Major  new  open  space  will  be  added 
in  the  Verba  Buena  Center  project  on  the  central  blocks,  centered  on  six  acres  of  park  and 
plaza  in  the  block  bounded  by  Third,  Fourth,  Mission  and  Howard  Streets.  A  new  public  open 
space  will  also  be  added  as  part  of  the  Transhay  Redevelopment,  between  Main,  Beale,  Howard  and 
Folsom  Streets.  This  will  help  remedy  an  open  space  deficiency  located  approximately  midway  between 
Yerha  Buena  Gardens  and  Rincon  Point  Park.  The  Transbay  Redevelopment  Plan  will  further  seek  a 
public  open  space  south  of  the  Transbay  Terminal  in  approximately  the  area  bounded  by  Second. 
Mission,  First,  and  Folsom  Streets  to  fill  a  deficient  area  that  would  still  remain. 

A  major  gap  in  this  open  space  system  exists  on  the  southern  edge  of  the  downtown  core  where 
there  is  no  significant  usable  open  space.  A  major  park  or  chain  of paries  and  open  spaces  should  be 
created  in  the  area  behind  Transbay  Terminal.  This  area  is  in  the  open  space  deficiency  area  shown  on 
Map  3  and  is  approximately  midway  between  the  proposcd  Ycrba  Buena  Gardens  and  Rincon  Point

There  arc  a  number  of  possibilities.  In  the  half  block  bounded  by  Howard,  Fremont-,  First  and

A  number  of  smaller  parks  and 


open  spaces  are  also  vital  ingredients  in  the  overall  network.  Many  of  these  deserve  sunlight 
protection.  They  include  Hallidie  Plaza,  Crocker  Plaza,  the  proposed  Cocker  View  and  Sun 
Terrace  at  1  Montgomery  Street,  Mechanics  Plaza,  and  Belden  and  Front  Streets — which 
could  be  closed  at  lunch  time  exclusively  for  people. 

Opportunities  exist  to  introduce  more  adequate  space  for  people  through  continued 
creative  uses  of  public  rights-of-way.  Smaller  open  spaces  could  be  developed,  incljcing 
plazas,  garden  parks,  greenhouse  spaces,  and  "snippets" — small  sunny  sitting  areas.  In  short, 
the  Plan  calls  for  spaces  for  people  to  sit,  relax,  watch,  and  enjoy  the  city. 

The  first  block  of  Sansome  Street  could  be  closed  to  traffic  (except  MUNI  and 
emergency  vehicles),  and  redesigned  to  relate  to  Citicorp's  atrium  space  under  construction  at 
One  Sansome,  as  well  as  to  the  Crown  Zellerbach  Plaza.  The  end  of  Secono  Street  between 
Market  and  Stevenson  could  similarly  be  closed,  and  connected  to  open  space  at  the  595 
Market  Building. 

Existing  plazas  that  are  uninviting  and  underused  because  of  shadow,  wind,  and  lack 
of  amenities  could  be  retrofitted  with  windbreaks,  partial  glass  enclosures,  fixed  and  movable 
seating,  food  sen/ice,  entertainment  and  water. 

This  Plan  envisions  a  downtown  where  almost  everyone  will  be  within  900  feet 
(approximately  the  length  of  two  east-west  blocks  north  of  Market  Street)  of  a  oublicly 
accessible  space  to  sit,  to  eat  a  brown-bag  lunch,  to  people-watch,  to  be  out  of  the  stream  of 
activity  but  within  sight  of  its  flow.  Many  of  these  spaces  would  be  small  and  privately  ov/ned. 
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The  height  of  new  buildings  adjacent  to  major  spaces  would  be  controlled  by  the  provisions  of 
Proposition  K  and  similar  but  more  flexible  criteria  to  protect  sunlight. 

Some  spaces  would  be  without  direct  sunlight  and  the  solar  heat  it  provides.  These 
would  be  made  more  comfortable  through  wind  protection,  partial  or  total  glass  enclosure,  and 
through  light  reflected  from  surrounding  light-colored  buildings. 

The  Plan  recognizes  that  not  every  space  can  be  permanently  assured  of  direct 
sunlight  at  all  times.  Open  space  must  be  balanced  with  Space  for  Commerce  and  Space  for 
Housing.  Consequently,  height  zones,  bulk  controls,  architectural  guidelines,  and  open  space 
guidelines  all  work  together  to  create  a  vital,  comfortable,  and  economically  vigorous 
downtown. 

A  survey  of  persons  using  downtown  open  space  was  undertaken  to  establish  the 
service  areas  of  existing  parks  and  plazas  which  generally  meet  the  proposed  standards.  The 
areas  falling  outside  these  services  areas  are  considered  deficient,  and  a  special  effort  should 
be  made  to  create  significant  open  spaces  in  those  areas. 

Moving  Around  Downtown 

Objective  20,  Policy  7  (11.1 .44) 

Encourage  short-term  use  of  existing  parking  spaces  within  and  adjacent  to  the 
downtown  core  by  converting  all-day  commuter  parking  to  short-term  parking  in  areas 
of  high  demand.  Provide  needed  additional  short-term  parking  structures  in  peripheral 
locations  around  but  not  within  the  downtown  core  preferably  in  the  short  term  parkins  belt. 
(See  Map  6) 

As  provided  elsewhere,  all  day  commuter  parking  within  the  downtown  core  is  to  be 
actively  discouraged.  Transit  is  a  viable  opportunity  for  many  and  parking  for  those  who  must 
drive  should,  for  the  most  part,  be  provided  on  the  fringes  of  downtown. 

The  situation  is  different  for  short-term  parking.  There  are  some  shoppers,  business 
visitors  and  others  for  whom  transit  is  not  a  realistic  alternative  and  who  need  parking  for  short 
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Deriods  reasonably  close  to  their  destinations.  However,  the  annount  and  location  of  additional 
short  term  spaces  allowed  in  the  core  should  be  carefully  regulated.  Short-term  parking 
spaces  attract  more  automobiles  per  day  than  long  term  spaces  and  do  so  during  the  midday 
3eriods  when  the  number  of  traffic  lanes  is  reduced  by  street  parking  and  loading.  Too  much 
short-term  parking  would  attract  trips  that  otherwise  would  be  made  by  transit  and  could  add 
substantially  to  midday  congestion. 

Additional  short  term  spaces  in  the  core  should  be  created  primarily  by  converting 
existing  long-term  spaces  to  short  term  spaces.  This  could  be  achieved  by  setting  high  rates 
on  all  day  use  and  not  providing  weekly  or  monthly  rates.  In  the  case  of  new  buildings  shoa 
tenn  spaces  could  be  provided  within  the  building  to  replace  long  and  short  term  spaces 
displaced  by  the  new  development,  if  excessive  congestion  in  the  immediate  vicinity  will  not 
result. 

Because  of  the  congestion  and  conflicts  with  transit  major  new  short-term  parking 

structures  are  likely  to  create,  they  should  be  located  next  to  major  thoroughfares  so  that 

automobiles  may  be  intercepted  and  uncongested  movement  and  high  internal  accessibility 

may  be  provided  within  the  core.  Adequate  pedestrianways  should  be  provided  for  the  final 

link  of  these  trips. 

Objective  21,  Policy  5  (11.1 .45) 

Require  large  new  hotels  to  provide  off-street  passenger  loading  and  unloading 
of  tour  buses. 

Most  major  hotels  create  a  large  number  of  tour  bus  movements  as  formal  sightseeing 
tours,  group  travel  to  airports  or  convention  sites,  or  group  travel  under  contract  for  airline 
crews.  By  the  nature  of  these  trips,  loading  and  unloading  times  for  tour  buses  is  long  and 
causes  severe  traffic  problems  if  buses  are  allowed  to  park  on  downtown  streets. 
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Spaces  for  tour  buses  can  he  provided  at  adjacent  curbs  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity  provided 
hat  they  do  not  cause  substantial  adverse  effects  on  pedestrian  circulation,  transit  operations,  or 
General  traffic  circulation. 

Section  9.  The  San  Francisco  General  Plan  Downtown  Plan  maps  are  hereby 
amended  as  follows: 

Map  1  Downtown  Land  Use  and  Density  Plan  (11.1.9)  would  be  amended  as 

follows:  For  public  parcels  on  former  freeway  ramps  in  the  Transbay  (along  Folsom  Street 
between  Essex  and  Spear  Streets,  and  between  Main  and  Beale  Streets  north  of  Folsom 
Street)  create  a  new  category  called  "Transbay  Mixed-Use  Residential."  Add  this  to  the 
reference  chart  with  notation,  "See  Transbay  redevelopment  Plan  and  Development  Controls". 
The  map  also  would  be  amended  to  extend  the  "Downtown  Office"  designation  to  the 
southern  half  of  the  block  between  Spear  Street  and  Stuart  Street/Embarcadero  on  the  north 
side  of  Folsom  Street. 

Map  2  Areas  for  New  Housing  Downtown  (11.1.12)  would  be  amended  to  add 
Transbay  housing  areas  to  "Redevelopment  Agency  Housing  Sites." 

Map  3         Major  Open  Spaces  (11.1.21)  would  be  amended  to  add  proposed 
Transbay  open  space  between  Main/Beale/Folsom/Howard  Streets  as  "Open  Space  in  the 
Planning  Stage"  and  to  delete  800-foot  radius  around  the  proposed  park  from  "Area  deficient 
in  open  space." 

Map  5  Proposed  Height  and  Bulk  Districts  (11.1 .29)  would  be  amended  to 
remove  80-X  label  from  freeway  lands  in  Transbay  and  replace  with  notation  stating:  "See 
Transbay  Redevelopment  Plan  Development  Controls." 

Map  6         Transportation  Plan  (11.1 .43)  would  be  amended  to  delete  "short-term 

parking  belt"  east  of  2nd  Street,  to  de-designate  Folsom  Street  (east  of  Essex  Street)  and 
Howard  Street  (east  of  Beale  Street)  as  "Primary  Vehicular  Streets",  and  to  add  "Bike  Street" 
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designation  to  Beale  and  Main  Streets  (Market  Street  to  Embarcadero)  and  the  Embarcadero 
in  its  entirety.

SECTION  26.  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  Fare  and  Pass  Policies. 

In  accordance  with  Charter  Sections  8A.106  and  8A.108,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  accepts,  unless  rejected  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the 
entire  base  budget  for  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  the  following  fare  policies 
for  the  Municipal  Railway  for  fiscal  year  2005-2006.  These  policies  have  been  adopted 
by  resolution  of  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  Board: 

(a)  New  Year's  Eve  Service.  The  Municipal  Railway  is  authorized  to  waive  fares  on 
New  Years'  Eve  2005,  between  8  PM  on  December  31,  2005  and  6  AM  on  January  1, 
2006. 

(b)  Class  Pass  Program.  The  Municipal  Railway  is  authorized  to  continue  the 
Class  Pass  program  with  all  colleges  and  universities  in  San  Francisco  during  fiscal 
year  2005-2006.  The  Class  Pass  program  provides  a  discounted  fare  to  students  at 
participating  colleges  and  universities. 

(c)  Short-Term  Experimental  Fares.  The  Municipal  Railway  is  authorized  to 
implement  short-term  experimental  fares  in  order  to  respond  effectively  to  community 
requests. 

(d)  Fixed  Route  and  Paratransit  Fares.  The  Municipal  Railway  is  authorized  to 
implement  the  following  fares  effective  on  or  before  September  1 ,  2005:

Materials  submitted  by  a  licensed  architect,  land 
surveyor,  or  engineer  must  be  signed  and  sealed  with  an  original  signature  on  the  first  sheet  of 
each  set  of  documents,  and  facsimile  stamps  plus  the  required  registration  seal  of  the 
architect,  land  surveyor,  or  engineer  on  the  balance  of  the  sheets. 
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Two  complete  sets  of  plans  and  specifications  and  three  copies  of  the  soil  investigation 
sport  (when  required)  shall  be  submitted.  Additional  complete  sets  of  plans  and  specifications 
lay  be  required  for  special  permit  processing  services  that  may  be  offered  by  the  City  and 
bounty  of  San  Francisco. 

EXCEPTIONS: 

1 .  The  requirements  for  plans  or  specifications  may  be  waived  by  the  Director,
